If every miniſter of the Goſpel, 
who vindicates his life and doctrine againſt ſcandal, 
who preaches againſt errors, and who writes againſt 
falſe doctrines, or falſe evidences, is to be ſued at 
law for libels, we ſhould foon cauſe the Holy One of 
Tfrael to ceaſe from before us, Iſai, xxx. 11. Peter 
might have proſecuted Paul for this, for he with- 
ſtood him to the face: and, indeed, the Scriptures 
are full of ſuch libels; and who can eſcape them, 
and be faithful? © Dare any of you, having 3 
„ matter againſt another, go to law?“ 1 Cor. vi. i. 
Indeed, Moſes ſays “ An eye for an eye, and tooth 
for tooth:” but I have not injured you at all. 
Sure I am, that the fifth chapter of Matthew's Goſpel 
gives no licence for ſuch a practice. It tells me to 
give my cloat to him that ſues for my coat; but 
you ſtrall moſt ſurely have both my cloak and con, 
without ſuing at-law, if you ſend for them. 
But I truſt, Reverend Sir, that your zweapons art 
abt carnal, (2 Cor. x. 4.) and that the ſword of the 
Spirit is ſufficient for you in all matters of contro- 
verſy. Flying to the femporal ford, in ſuch caſes, 
is making the Law he only Rule of Life with a wit- 
meſs. But I am perſuaded better things of you, 
Sir, though you may have thus ſpoken; for I can- 
Hot believe that a man of ſuch holineſs, who refuſes

It is the 
Law, Sir, that delivers the liner to the Judge, and 
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the Judge delivers him to the Officer, to be caſt into 
priſon.- The Officer could have no priſoners to 
wreak his rage upon, if there were no Law to curſe 
the ſinner.

The day of reft above-mentioned prefigured the 
(Goſpel day, in which the believer refs from impious 
rebellion and war with his Maker, from legal labour 
for life, and from the intolerable burden of ſin; as well 
as an eternal reſt from the indwelling of lin in heaven: 
as it is written, Come unto me all ye that labour, 
« and are heavy laden, and I will give you reft.— 
« We that believe do enter into reſt.” And, with 
2 to the heavenly glory, Paul ſays, * There 

remains a reſt to the people of God. 

The firf-born of beaſt being ſan#ified, was intend- 
ed to point out the grand Sacrifice of Chrift, who is 

the firft-born of every creature, that in all things be 
might have the pre- -eminence. The firft-born of Iſrael 
pified God's Elect, called the firf-born, whoſe 
names are written in heaven. Theſe being exchanged 
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for the Levites, was to ſhew that, in the days of

Again, /anfifying, under the Law, conſiſted in 
abſtaining from wives, waſhing the fleſh, waſhing the 
cleaths, and having a ſacrifice offered for fins : which 


ſacrifice pointed to the Sacrifice of Chriſt; . and the 


2waſhing pointed out Regeneration, that believers in 
Chriſt's days ſhould be ſaved © by the waſhing of 
ce regeneration, and the renewing of the Holy Ghoſt.” 


Waſhing the cloaths typified the clean linen garments 


of praiſe, of humility, and of imputed righteouſneſs, 
in which the believer ſhould approach a Mercy-ſeat, 
and miniſter to God in private, in his family, and at 
the houſe of God. Abſtatning from wives, was to 
ſhew, that the lawful embraces of a wife would be 
kept in their proper place; and that ſhe ſhould be 


loved with a moderate, and not with an inordinate 
affection, when the ſoul is eſpouſed to Chriſt; and 


this to be given up, wife and all, when the worſhip, 
ſervice, or cauſe of God, required it: © He that lov-

compleat in God's ſecret purpoſe, and as ſure to be

« his purpoſe] prgęſerved in Feſus Chriſt, [in whom 
« we were choſen] and called, by God, to the fel- 
| lowſhip of Chriſt, as our Covenant Head; as it is 
written, To them that are ſanctiſſed by God the Father, 
preſerved in_Chriſt Feſus, and called, Jude, 1.

When I was diſmiſſed from Greenwich Tabernacle, 
(which was done through the inſtrumentality of the

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above gentleman, and other holy men, who refuſed to 
occupy a pulpit defiled by an Ele& Sinner) I went 
and opened a place at Deptford. . The good man, 
previous to this, gave.the people a timely warning; 
telling them to © Go, and read the fifth chapter of 
* Matthew's. Goſpel, before they came to hear me. 
„ What, had nobody any brains till he came?” &c. 
Soon after my opening the place at Deptford, I went 
to give them a lecture on a Wedneſday evening: 
and ſome of my friends were informed that the ſame 
perſon intended to oppoſe me and my doctrine in 
an adjacent meeting- houſe the ſame night; which 
was accordingly done, and the oppoſition to my 
doctrine was drawn from the laſt yerſe of my text. 
And ſince that, the ſame text has been handled at 
Hammerſmith ; ſo that, upon. the whole, Antino- 
mianiſm—as' the Goſpel is called—has received a 
deadly blow: therefore, it is needful chat we ex- 
amine the text, and ſee what it ſays againfl us and 
our doctrine, and ſo let my Antinomianiſm appear 
in public print. | 
In the beginning of this chapter, the Saviour 
aſcends a certain mountain, and his diſciples follow 
him; and, when he was ſeated, he opened his mouth 
and taught them. This was done in allufion to the 
two mountains, Ebal and Gerizim. Six tribes of 
Iſrael were to ſtand on Mount Ebal, to curſe; and 
ſix on Mount Gerizim, to bleſs, Deut. xxvii. 12. 


And when they had ſo done, the bleſſing was to be 
put 
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put on Mount Gerizim, and the curſe upon Mount 
Ebal, Deut. xi. 29. Theſe two mountains were to 
repreſent Mount Sinai and Mount Zion. For Eval, 
ſignifying a collection of old age, or a maſs that diſ- 
perſes, fitly repreſents the bond- children, who are 
in the fleſh, collected together, and ſtanding faſt in the 
old Adam, under the yoke of Moſes ; which, at laſt, 
will be all di/per/ed, and carried away as with a 
flood. While Gerizim ſignifies piercers, Or cutters, 
and fitly repreſents the Elect in union with the Sa- 
viour, 1n whoſe ſtrength they ſpeak like the piercings 
of a ſword, and who are the Lord's zwood- cutters, his 
battle-axe, and weapons of war, Fer. li. 20. And fo, 
in the ſpiritual ſignification, here are the firſt Adam 
and his family, and the ſecond Adam and his fa- 
mily ; or the children of the fleſh, and the children 
of God; or, in other words, the bond-woman, and 
the free-woman. Hagar is, in the figure, Mount 
Sinai in Arabia, and anſwers to Jeruſalem which is, 
and is in bondage with her children: but the hea- 
venly Jeruſalem is free, and is the mother of us all. 
Paul fixes the curſe on Mount Sinat—4s many as 
are of the works of the Law are under the CURSE. 
And David fixes the. bleſſing on Mount Zion— 
Upon Mount Zion hath God commanded the BLESSING, 
even life for evermore. In alluſion to Gerizim, the 
Saviour aſcends this mount; and, having got his 
little church with him, which he had juſt founded, 
and which church is to ſtand to the world's end, he 
1 opens 
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opens his mouth, and pronounces the bleſſings of 
the everlaſting Goſpel upon them: and, to let us 
know that his little church was Mount Zion, he 
calls it a city ſet on a bill that cannot be bid; which 
city is Zion, the city of the Great King; and which 
hill is God's Holy Hill of Zion. The ity, the Bill, 
and the church, are one and the ſame thing; and 
upon that moumt Chriſt executes his Father's com- 
mand: he pronounces the bleſſing; and ſo he was 
commanded to do. For upon Mount Zion God com- 
manded the bleſfing,. and ſet his King upon that holy 
hill, to beſtow it. Mount Calvary was to communi- 
cate all the bleſſings. of dying Love to Mount Zion, 
and pregnant Zion was to ſpread her little hills on 
every ſide; while the mountains ſhonld bring peace ta 
the people, and the little hills by righteouſneſs. © There 
& ſhall he an handful of corn in the earth upon the 
« top of the mountains: the uit thereof ſhall 
* ſhake like Lebanon,” P/alm Ixxii. 16. Here is 
the firſt fulfilment of that prophecy; here is Chriſt, 
the firſt handful of corn, the firſt-ſyuits; and here is 
his little church, © the firſt-fruirs of his creatures.“ 
And as the cedars of Ecbanon, when ſhaken. with | 
the wind, featter their cones, and ſpread their feed— 
by which means thouſands of young plants ſpring 
up, under the bleſſing of Providence, without hu- 
man labour—ſo this handful of corn, and the fruits 
of it, being ſhaken from the Moſaic diſpenſation; 
and ſcattered by perſecution, have, under the ſtrong

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oales of the Holy Ghoſt, ſpread the word of eternal 
life throughout the world, while numerous young 
plants of righteouſneſs have ſprung up, the right- 
hand planting of God, that he may be WR 
But 

The Saviour carefully deſcribes the caſe and in- 
ward ſtate of thoſe gracious ſouls upon whom his 
bleſſings are pronounced—no random arrows are 
diſcharged from his bow, nor is any uncertain 
artillery taken from his quiver, nor diſcharged by 
his valiant men of Iſrael; for though they fight, 
they never beat the air. He firſt diſcovers the 
caſe, and then pours in the oil. 

Bleſſed are the poor in ſpirit, for theirs is the Ring- 
dom of Heaven, True ſpiritual poverty ſtands in a 
perſon's being made ſenſible, under the convincing 
and convicting operations of the Holy Spirit of 
Power, that he is deſtitute of all true riches: he 
has no righteouſneſs to appear in before God ; but 
is miſerable and entirely #aked, expoſed to wrath, to 
ſhame, and everlaſting contempt, unleſs Divine 
clemency interfere. 

© He owes five hundred pence, and vie nothing 
« to pay with,” He owes obedience to the Law; ; 
but has neither a heart to it, nor ability for it. He 
feels the arrow of ſpiritual famine; he is in want, 
huſks he cannot now fill his belly with, and the 
bread: of life is not as yet broken to him; he feels

feed himſelf with, therefore he cannot receive 
Chriſt, he cannot mix faith with the word, he can- 
not apply a promiſe, and faith not being ſtrong 
enough to attend. his-prayers, he can bring no 
comfort home; he faints, becauſe he cannot believe, 

Such a poor ſoul has no certain dwelling- place; 
he can place no confidence in the fleſh, becauſe of 
the plague of his heart; nor find any reſt in his 
bones, becauſe of his fin; nor can he ſee his ſoul 
ſheltered in the cleft of the rock; he is expoſed to 
the tempeſt, . without a covert ; and to the ſtorm, 
without a hiding-place, 

No beggar ever ſo ragged, ſo miſerable, ſo deſ- 
titute, ſo deplorable at the rag knocker, as ſuch a 
ſoul at Mercy's door; he is poor and wretched, mi- 
ſerable, blind, and naked, and he knows it; and 
what is ſtill worſe, he feels himſelf liable to eternal 
impriſonment. This 1s the poor and needy man who 
waits at Wiſdom's gate, and watches every motion 
at the poſts of her door: he hears © that wis Do 
% bath killed ber beaſts and mingled ber wine; and 
he pays all poſſible attention to her maidens, to ſee 
if his caſe is touched, his character deſcribed; or 
his name included when they bid he gueſts. | - 

This is the poor man that .uſeth intręaties; he is 


not too proud to beg, though he is unable to dig: 
| 1 9 nor 
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nor is he above prayer; many a heavy ſigh, many 


a ſilent groan, many a longing wiſh, many a bitter 
cry, many a humble confeſſion, is poured forth in 
the midſt of all unutterable ſhame and bluſhing. 
Theſe are the poor in ſpirit; and as it is with poor 
beggars, ſo it is with ſuch, they are deſpiſed, 
kicked and cuffed by all; devils, ſinners, and hy- 
pocrites, are always ſure to ſmite ſuch. Neverthe- 
leſs, theſe are the elect that cry day and night, and 
put their mouth in the duſt, when they ſue for a 
hope in God's mercy, and—= _ | 
Bleſſed are ſuch. To be bleſſed, in the firſt place, 
is to have one's neck delivered from the legal yoke 
of precept, and one's ſoul redeemed and delivered 
from the terrible ſentence of the Law. The bleſ- 
ſing and the curſe never were put upon one and the 
ſame mountain, nor upon one-and the ſame ſoul, 
at one and the ſame time. The ſinner muſt come 
from Sinai, before he can get the bleſſing at Zion. 
2. It is by faith that he comes from the miniſtration 
of death to the promiſe of life, or paſſes, as Chriſt 
faith, from death to-life, ſo.as to come no more into 
condemnation ; ſuch a believing ſoul 1s bleſſed with 
faithful Abraham, who obrained his bleſſing by 
faith, when he ſaw the Saviour's day on Mount 
Moriah... Such an one receives the promiſe of the 
Spirit through faith; the Spirit of life, and Word 


of life, come both together; the word comes with 


power, in the Holy Ghoſt and much aſſurance, and

3. The whole cluſter of bleſſings ide attend the 
bleſſing of life now follow and flow in, in all their ſweet- 
neſs; a divine power ſenſibly guards and keeps the 
foul, the light of a propitious Father ſhines in the 
face of Jeſus without a cloud and without a frown, 
which draws us nigh, and encourages to an holy 
freedom and familiarity; while pardoning, hum- 
bling, and comforting grace, heals. the wounds, cloſes 
the breaches, and poliſhes out all the ſcars and 
wrinkles made by the fiery Law, Sin, and Satan; 
while the countenance of God ſhines upon the 
heart, and the way, when reconciliation, friendſhip 
and peace, flow like a river, and drive infidelity, 
devil and miſery, all before them. This, ſays Jeho- 
vah, is my bleſſing. © The Lord bleſs thee and 
« keep thee: The Lord make his face ſhine upon 
te thee, and be gracious unto thee : The Lord lift 
« up his countenance upon thee, and give thee 
« peace.” Numb. vi. 24, 25, 26. Bleſſed are 
the poor in ſpirit | | 
For theirs is the Kingdom of Heaven. Poverty of 
ſpirit goes before, to empty us of ſelf; to ſap the 
empire of Sin and Satan; to prepare the way, and 
make room. The kingdom follows after, and is 
fer vp and eſtabliſhed on the ruins of the former, 

The 
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The poor ſoul comes out of the ſtrong hold of 
Satan before he is crowned with grace: for, as the 
Wiſe Man faith, out of priſon he cometh to 
« reign; whereas he that is born in his kingdom be- 
« cometh poor,” Ecclel. iv. 14. Even the crowned 
head muſt become poor in ſpirit, if he be ſaved; or 
poor and wretched to all eternity, if he be loſt. 
Spiritual poverty humbles the finner's proud ſpirit, 
diſſolves his ftubbornnefs, and reduces him to a 
lowly mind and child- like diſpoſition : which is 


needful; for Chriſt declares, that whoſoever ſhall 


not receive the kingdom of God as @ little child, he 
ſhall not enter therein. 
The Kingdom of Heaven, (1ſt) ſignifies the 


Goſpel, with all it's blefſings, promiſes, and power. 


Hence it is called the Goſpel of the Kingdom; and 
preaching it is called preaching the kingdom of God. 
Hence a perſon who is bleſſed with a ſavoury, 
unctuous experience of the power of the Goſpel, 


and who is enlightened into the myſteries of it, is 
called“ a ſcribe inſtructed unto the kingdom of 


« Heaven.” 


2. The Kingdom of Heaven ſignifies the empire 
of Grace in the ſaints of God; where Satan is de- 


throned and caſt out, and a ſuperior power put forth 
and diſplayed ; which, Chriſt ſays, is the kingdom of 
heaven within us; that as ſin has reigned unto deatli 
by Adam's fall, ſo grace ſhould reign unto life 

through the righteouſneſs of Chriſt, | 
This 
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This kingdom' within us ſtands not in word, 
which a fool may prate; nor in particular meat and 
drink, which the Phariſee may uſe; nor in meat and 
drink which a Papiſt may refuſe; but in a divine 
power which none but God's elect know. It ſtands, 
iſt, in juſtification; 2dly, in reconciliation and 


friendſhip; 3dly, in regeneration ; 4thly, in the 


unutterable happineſs and holy triumphs of the ſoul 
under the Saviour's ſceptre; and, 5thly, in the ha- 
bitual and perpetual indwelling and abiding of the 


Holy Ghoſt. The kingdom of God is Anale 


peace, and joy in the Holy Ghoſe. 

But ſometimes the Kingdom of Heaven means 
ultimate glory, which was prepared for the elect 
from the foundation of the world, and which it is 
God's good pleaſure to give us, and into which the 


Saviour will one day introduce us. Whether, there- 


fore, the Kingdom of Heaven means the Goſpel, the 
myſteries of the kingdom; or whether it means 
Grace, or whether it means Glory; the poor in ſpirit 
are heirs of it; to them it is given to know the myſ- 
teries, and to them God will give grace and glory, 


„ Bleſſed are the poor in ſpirit, for theirs is the 


« kingdom of heaven.” 

Bleſſed are they that mouru—under a fight and 
ſenſe of their own fin and ſinful ſtate; ſenſible of 
their rebellion againſt a good and gracious God; 
who look at the Saviour whom they have pierced, 


and mourn with inward regret and contrition, with 
fell | 
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ſelf-deſpair, ſelf-abhorrence, and ſelf-loathing; and 
who mourn at the abominations of a ſinful world, 
and at the dreadful inſults that are hourly offered to 
the Majeſty of Heaven. They Hall be comforted ; 
their mourning ſhall be turned into rejoicing; their 
ſackcloth ſhall be put off, and they ſhall be girded 
with gladneſs: © Beauty ſhall be given for aſhes, 
« the oil of joy for mourning, and the garment of 
« praiſe for the ſpirit of henna | 

The tenderneſs, the affection, the loyalty, of ſuch 
a pious mourner, ſhall be made manifeſt; and a ſenſe 
of everlaſting love ſhed abroad in the heart by the 
Spirit, ſhall ſatisfy ſuch a ſoul of the approbation of 
Heaven. Enlargement of heart and unutterable 
love, faith in exerciſe and hope in vigour; heavenly 
ſmiles and pregnant promiſes, immortal ſenſations 
and glorious proſpects, inward feelings and: diſtant 
views, the operations of the Spirit and the coming of 
Titus, ſhall all conſpire together to make ſuch a ſoul 
« drink, and forget his poverty, and remember his 
© miſery no more.—Thine anger is turned away, 
&© and thou comforteſt me.—His anger endureth 
« but a moment: in his favour is life; weeping 
« may endure for a night, but joy cometh in the 
e morning.—Bleſſed are they that mourn, for they 
e ſhall be comforted.” That bleſſed Spirit that 
convinces them of lin, ſhall be their everlaſting 
Comforter, 


Bleſſed 
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Bleſſed are the meek, Not ſuch as are naturally 
ſo, or thoſe whoſe paſſions are ſoon touched, and 
eaſily moved, and upon which the empty orator 
plays his accurſed game: for fleſhly meekneſs, or 
native compaſſion and pity, has nothing but fleſh 
and blood in view, and is often attended with hatred 
to God; it ſavours not the things of God, but thoſe 
that be of men. The Arminian may have this, 
while the worſt of war againſt God is carried on in 
the heart. This 1s not what is meant in my text, 
That which is born of the fleſh, is fleſh, —Cor. 
tc ruption cannot inherit incorruption.“ Natural 
affections are corrupt, and ſo is all meekneſs that 
flows from them, Nor does this meekneſs conſiſt 
in a few crocodile tears, ſuch as Eſau might pour 
forth, or ſach as thoſe ſhed who howled upon their 
beds, and yet aſſembled by troops in harlots 
houſes, The meekneſs here meant is a fruit of ihe 
Spirit; and is produced under his operation, when 
he has convinced the ſinner, convicted him, brought 
him in guilty by the word of God, ſtopped his 
mouth, and made him tremble. It is felt when the 
ſinner ceaſes to kick, to murmur, to complain, to 
reſiſt, and to rebel; when the heart is broken, and all 
human efforts are found to be uſeleſs; when' the 
finner's ſtrength is all gone, and © he is ſtill, and 
&« knows that the Lord he is God;” when the ſoul 
is reſigned, ſubmiſſive, and lies paſſive, vie wing the 
juſtice-of God, and confeſſing the juſtice of the ſen- 

| | | rence; 
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tence; ſenſible it can urge no plea in it's own behalf, 
nor make any reply againſt the expected execution. 
This is real meekneſs and quietude, Come life, 
come death, come heaven, or come hell, ſuch a ſoul 
appears as if he ſhould no more reſiſt. The Saviour, 
who was meek and lowly—and of whom we are all 
to learn, exerciſed this grace in the ghoſt, when he 
faid, “ Not my will, but thine, be done,” This is 
the laſt ſtage at which the awakened ſinner arrives 
before the bleſſing comes. This brings him ſenſibly 
into the way of life, © The meek will he guide in 
* judgment, the meek will he teach his way.” With 
meekneſs the ingrafted word is received; and a 
meek and quiet ſpirit, in the ſight of God, is of 
great price. But this meekneſs is of the Spirit of 
God, (Gal. v. 23.) The fruit of the Spirit is meekneſs, 
temperance. This grace comes with the Spirit from 
the fulneſs of the Saviour, and is called his, 1 Cor. 
x. 1. I beſeech you by the meekneſs of Chriſt. It is a 
grace exerciſed toward him, under his hand, and in 
his cauſe; and is always attended with ſelf-diſlike, 
with lowlineſs of mind, and with quietude of heart. 

Bleſſed are the meek 
For they fhall inherit the earth, Not the preſent 
earth, as it now ſtands, for thts is given into the band 
of the wicked, (Job, ix. 24.)—bur rather the new 
heaven, and the 27 earth, wherein dwelleth righte- 
 ouſneſs, and no wickedneſs; or righteous men, and 
no ſinners. This is the heavenly country that 
Abraham 
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Abraham ſought, the land which is very far off, 
where the King is to be ſeen in all his beauty. 
Bleſſed are they which do hunger and thirſt after 
righteouſneſs. The finner that hungers after righte- | 
oufneſs, is fenfible that he has none of his own; 
he is condemned on every hand for the want of 
righteouſneſs ; if he reads the Law, it condemns 
him for his tranſgreſſions; if he reads the Goſpel, 
he is condemned becauſe he cannot believe; if he 
looks to Conſcience, it accuſes him of unrighteouſ- 
nefs. He condemns himſelf in every thing he 
does; if he hears the word, he is condemned in 
the congregation of the righteous, and he knows 
and feels, that the unrighteous cannot enter the 
kingdom. The ſentence of condemnation awakens 
a whole troop of terrors againſt him; and ſervile 
fear, with a train of torments, attend him; Moſes, 
Satan, and Conſcience, accuſe him, and he has no 
righteouſneſs to anſwer for him. His nakedneſs, 
guilt, and ſhame, confound him; and the thoughts 
and terrible apprehenſions of appearing before God, 
Angels, and ſaints, in ſuch a predicament, in the 
great and terrible day, qiſtract him. Theſe dread- 
ful views, ſenſations, and expectations, make him 
hunger, thirſt, and pant, for righteouſneſs, as the 
chaced hart for the water-brook ; for he knows he 
muſt 3 without it, and he cannot reſt till he 
has it. And bleſſed are ſuch hungry ſouls, 18 they 
man moſt 1 
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Be filled. Not with their own righteouſneſs—for 
human performances can never ſatisfy the capacious 
deſires of an immortal ſoul, which are kindled by 
the Spirit of judgment, and by the Spirit of burn- 
ing—for he cannot ſtand before a divine law, 
without a divine righteouſneſs © Man's iniqui- 
cc ties are infinite,” (Job, xxil. 5.) * commit= 
« ted againſt an infinite Being,” (Pſalm cxlvii. 5.) 
and he that redeems and juſtifies, muſt be an infi- 
nite perſon. The Saviour's obedience to the Law, 
and not the ſinner's own, is that in which he mult be 

found, if ever he appears righteous. The dignity 

of the perſon that 'obeyed in the ſinner's room, 
makes his obedience of infinite value. He 
e thought it no robbery to be equal with God, yet 
* took on him the form of a ſervant, and became 
ce obedient;” and by the obedience of this Holy 
One ſhall many be made righteous: with this righte- 
ouſneſs God is well pleaſed; this he accepted on 
our account; the Goſpel reveals it as the righte- 
ouſneſs of God; God brings it near, and imputes it; 
Faith puts it on; and the Spirit lets us know it is 
done, and bears his witneſs to the glorious work, 
We are juſtified in the name of the Lord Jeſus, and 
by the Spirit of our God. This righteouſneſs, and 
only this, can ll the ſoul, as the text ſays, 
When this change of raiment is put on, Satan 
ſkulks off, filled with the furious rebukes of God, like 
a betrayed, malicious villain, as he is; Moſes, with 
B > mM 
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his accuſations, vaniſhes, and is loſt in the glorious 
viſion, and we know not what is become of him; 
and being ſo taken up with the King in his beauty, 
we neither aſk, nor wiſh to know where he died, 
nor where he was buried ; Jeſus is all in all, and at 
fuch times he leaves no room for another. This 
righteoufheſs enables the finner to lift up his head 
to God, and to, look Conſcience, out of counte- 
nance; yea, to look to the day of judgment with 
celeſtial triumph, mercy rejoicing againft Judgment. 
The fery Law appears quenched in a Saviour's 
blood, and the everlaſting Gofpel ſhines like a 
million ſuns. © Surely the light of the moon 
«* ſhall be as the light of the ſun, and the light of 
&« the ſon ſhalt be ſevenfold, as the light of ſeven 
* Jays, in the day that the Lord bindeth up the 
« preach of his people, and healeth the firoke of their 
& wound.” Iſai. xxx. 26. What poor, patched- 
up, pitiful linſey-woolſey garments of righteouſ- 
neſs, do thoſe preachers bring forth, who are 
ſtrangers to the King's wardrobe {— * Bed tos 
* ſhort for a weary ſoul to e on, and a 
ce covering t00 narrow for a ſoul convineed of its 
te nakedneſs to wrap itſelf in.“ Jai. xxviii. 20. 
Souls once enrobed with the royal raiment of 
| needle-work, will never fetch their apparel from 

|  Rag-fair;' for the nakedneſs and beggary of fuch 
preachers appear conſpicuous enough (to ſouls 
mus enlightened) in all they ſay, in all they do, 
She | iN 
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in all they preach, and in all they write; none 
covet their ſtate, or envy their happineſs, but 
fools and blind, 

Blefſed are the merciful, for they ſhall obtain 
mercy. Not the mercy of carnal men is meant, for 
the tender mercies of the wicked are cruel; and 
though ſinners love ſinners, and give to ſinners, 
yet they have not the teward of eternal inheritance 
for that; it is not done to the leaſt of Chriſt's bre- 
thren, and ſo it is not done to him: Natural men, 


by their liberal acts, may procure a ſort of ceremo- 


nial conſecration on what they have; as the Sa- 


viour ſaid to the Phariſees, © Give alms of ſuch _ 
« things as ye Rane, and behold all things are 


te clean unto you.“ But though this righteouſ- 


« neſs may profit the ſons of men, what does ſuen 


cc a perſon give to God?“ Job, xxxv. 7, 8. Theſe 
things can neither merit, nor procure the ſure 
mercies of David they come without any procur- 
ing cauſe in man; beſides, whatſoever is not of 
faith, is ſin; and without faith it is impoſſible to 


plwGwubeaſe God, much leſs merit at his hands, More- 


over, theſe bleſſings are pronounced on the diſciples 
of Chriſt, who believed in him, and followed him, 
and who themſelves had obtained mercy ſo to do. 
Merciful men, in the language of Scripture, are 
righteous perſons and heirsof Heaven, © The righte- 
e ous periſh, and merciful men are taken away, none 


© conſidering that the righteous is taken from the 
B2 -- - "ou 
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« evil to come they ſhall enter into peace.” Jai. 
Ivii. 1, 2. Theſe diſciples were choſen in Chriſt, 
and given to him; God had bleſſed them in him, 
and ſent him to bleſs them, and he was now about 
it. As they had obtained mercy, to make them 
merciful, he blefled the merciful, . and promiſed 
that they ſhould obtain more mercy—which' they 
would „ want to help them in every time of 
ec need:” As Paul ſays, © Having obtained mercy, 
] continue to this day.” A merciful man is 
merciful to the ſouls of men—which he ſhews in 
praying for them, warning them, holding forth 
the word of life clearly and unadulterated to them, 
'and' declaring faithfully the whole counſe]l of God; 
* which is ſowing to ourſelves in righteouſneſs, 
% and reaping in mercy.” Such a ſubje& of 
divine mercy feels for troubled ſouls, ſympathizes 
with them, ſuccours them, and 'bears a part of their 
burdens,” gives them wholeſome advice and counſel, 
and anoints them with freſh oil in the name of the 
Lord—whereas a graceleſs ſinner, an empty profeſ- 
for, or a legal preacher, is nothing but a barren 

wilderneſs, or a phyſician of no wake 
: God's ſovereign mercy is the ſure mercies of 
David, which God gave to Jeſus the ſon of David, 
that he might communicate the ſame to the whole 
-kouſhold of David, which is his own church 
and when this mercy is beſtowed on men, it makes 
Jem merciful men. This mercy appears in God's 
reveal» 
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revealing his Son in us, and uniting us to him: © But 


% God, who is rich in mercy, for his great love where- 
© with he loved us, even when we were dead in 
e fin, hath quickened us together with Chriſt,” 
It appears in the gift of the Spirit: * Of his own 


e mercy he ſaved us, by the waſhing of regenera- 


„tion, and renewing of the Holy Ghoſt.” Such 
ſouls having ovtained mercy, they faint not, either in 
preaching mercy, or in ſhewing mercy, either to 
the bodies or ſouls of men, though they meet with 
much oppoſition in it, and cruel treatment for it. 


c Bleſſed are the merciful, for they ſhall obtain 


© mercy;” not only to help them in every time of

Bleſſed are the pure in heart. This purity of 
heart is, not the external varniſh. of a Phariſee, nor 
the boaſted perfection of an ' hypocrite, nor the 
empty dream of the carnally - ſecure ; for though 
they are pure, yet it is only in their own eyes, not 
being waſhed from their  filthineſs, Prov. xxx. 12. 


Nor is it the double portion of ſanctity that thoſe 


claim, © Who ſay, Stand by thyſelf, come not near o 
« me, for 1 am holier- than - thou.” Theſe pious 
ſouls are @ ſmoke in God's noſe, and a fire that burneth 
all the day, Iſa. Ixv. 5. Nor does it conſiſt in the 
final deſtruction or entire removal of the inbeing 
of ſin—* For who can ſay, I have made my heart 
B 3 « clean, 
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&« clean, I am pure from my fin?” Prov. xx, 9. Nor 
is it to be found in thoſe who by a little decent 
carriage, and conformity to the letter of the Law, 
aim at purity. * For they that /an#ify themſelves, 
© and they that purify themſelves, ſhall both be 


ec conſumed together, Iſai. Ilxvi. 17. This purity 
ef heart ſtands in having the heart ſprinkled from an 


evil conſcience, and that by the blood of ſprinkling, 


which ſpeaks pardon, peace, and reconciliation, 


which are better things than that of Abel, Such an 
one, and only ſuch, can ſerve God with a pure 
© conſcience,” 2 Tim. i. 3. It is the faith of 
God's Ele& that firſt applies the atonement, 
and ever after has recourſe to that fountain in 


every time of need, not only to waſh the feet, 


but alſo the hands and the head, from all the imper- 
fections, failings, infirmities, ſhort-comings, &c. 
&c. that cleave to our beſt performances, © for in 
ce many things we offend all.“ Thus God purifies our 
hearts by faith, Acts, xv. 9. Men who are deſtitute 
of this faith, and who never received this atone- 
ment, are as deſtitute of internal purity as the 
prince of devils. © Unto the pure all things are 
« pure, but unto them that are defiled and unbe- 
« lHeving is nothing pure, but even their mind and 
«« conſcience is defiled,” Titus, i. 15. The man 
whoſe fins are forgiven him; and whoſe conſcience 
is purged' from guilt and dead works, who is re- 
newed by the Spirit, who is a believer in Jeſus, 

and 
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and holds faſt the truth of the Goſpel as it is in 
Chriſt, is the man hat holds the myſtery of Faith in 
4 pure conſcience, 1 Tim. iii. 9. Theſe are the 
« people to whom the Lord turns a pure lan- 
« guage,” (Zech. iii. 9.) and ſuch © bring to the 
1% Lord a pure offering, Mal. i. 11. 

Purity of heart ftands in ſoundneſs, integrity, 
_ conſtancy, and fincerity ; being purged by the 

Spirit, and in the furnace, from the drofs and tin af 
ſelf-righteouſneſs, ſelf-ſufficiency, deceit, guile, 
craftineſs, hypocriſy, and diſſimulation. I will 
« purify them as filver is purified, and try them as 
« gold is tried; I will take away all their droſs and 
ee tin, and make a Man more precious than be 
« golden wedge of Qphir.” Such a ſoul hates de- 
ceit, and loves ſincerity; and * he that loveth pure- 
* neſs of heart, and hath grace in his lips, the 
“ King ſhall be his friend,” Prov. xxii. 11. And ſo 
it ſeems; for thus faith the King,—Bleſſed are the 
ure in heart— | 
For they ſhall fee God. “ He that cauſed the 
e light to ſhine out of darkneſs, hath ſhined into our 
« hearts, to give us the light of the knowledge of 
ce the glory of God in the face of Jeſus Chriſt.“ 
This is no leſs than /eeing him who is inviſible; it 1 
ſeeing him in his own rays, by faith, who is inviſible 
to mortal ſight.

before they can make peace. An unbeliever is a 
very improper perſon to ſtand in the gap, or make 
up a breach, either between Chriſt and his children, 
or between faint and ſaint; for he is an enemy to both 
parties, and can never wiſh well to either. We 
may ſay of ſuch peace- makers, as Jebu ſaid of the 
ſon of witchcraft, * What haſt thou to do with 
e peace? Get thee behind me.” Peace flows from 
the counſel of Heaven : © For mercy and truth met 
« together, righteouſneſs and peace kiſſed each other,” 
in the perſon of Chriſt, when he undertook to ſatisfy 
righteouſneſs, fulfil and honour truth, open a way 
for mercy, and. make peace by the blood of his 
croſs. | | 

Peace preſuppoſes a war ſubſiſting between two 
parties, and is brought about by the interpoſition 


of a middle perſon, who appears in the character of 


a Mediator ; and this Mediator is Chriſt, who ſuf- 
fered the ſword of Juſtice to be ſheathed in his own 
heart, that peace between God and elect ſinners 


might be proclaimed upon honourable and ever- 


laſting terms. | 

To this peace we were predeſtinated and ordained 
from eternity; on which account we are called 
ſons of Peace, before peace is revealed to us. Into 
* whatſoever houſe ye enter, ſay, Peace be to this 
* houſe ; and if the ſon of Peace be there, your peace 


« ſhall 
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ce ſhall come upon it; ; if not, it ſhall turn to you 
i anti.” | | e 
Peace, in the revelation of it to the ſinner's heare; 
is the effect of pardon and juſtification; as it is 
written, Thy fins are forgiven thee, go in peace,— 
« And being juſtified by faith, we have peace with 
© God.” And it is called a fruit of the Spirit, 
and is produced under his operation, as ſoon as the 
foul is ſealed to the day of redemption, The man, 
therefore, that is a ſtranger to the pardon of his ſin, 
the juſtification of his perſon, and the myſtery of 
faith, cannot be either a peace-poſſeſſor or a peace-. 
maker; for the way of peace he has never known. A 
eace-matker is one who is authorized and commil. 
ſioned by the high Court of Heaven, as an ambaſ- 
ſador of the King of kings, to proclaim peace in 
the name of his rightful Sovereign, between the 
Moſt High God and the children of men, Which 
bleſſing of peace flows from the everlaſting love of 
God, as the efficient cavſe; from the blood of 
Chrift, as the procuring eauſe; and by the Spirit 
into the ſinner's heart, by fazzh, as the applicatory 
hand, or inſtrumental cauſe, Beautiful upon the 
vc Gen,” and bleſſed for ever are > ſuch Frate- 
makers. . 
Every child of God is : dikmirſillioncd: to hae and 
keep peace, but his commiſſion authorizes him not 
to proclaim peace between the world and the church. 


« Chrilt came not to ſend peace here, but a ſword 
c& and 
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« and a fire; nor between Satan and the Church. 


Chriſt hath no concord with Belial, nor yet between 
the old man and the new, in a child of God (by a/ 
leſs perfection; ) for theſe are to war together; the one 
is to be put off, and the other put on to the end. Nor 
are they to proclaim peace between ſaints and hypo- 


crites, for this is not taking forth the vile fromthe preci- 


015; but to proclaim, enforce, and endeayour tomain+ 
tain peace between Chriſt and his family, and be- 
tween the children of God, 1s, and ever is to be, 
the honeſt endeavour of a ſon of Peace; and ſuch 
peace-makers, and only ſuch, are bleſſed, And 
They ſhall be called the children of God, And fo 
they are called, and acknowledged to be, by thoſe 
who are partakers of adopting grace; and children 
of God they really are, though profeſſors often call 
them by another name. But no uninſpired 3 

10 unbeliever, can, with certainty, be called 
child of God.“ Chriſt commiſſions no man to 
tell lyes, nor to call them God's children that a are 
not ſo. | 

Bleſſed are they which are 8 for a 
ſs ſake, Not to get a righteouſneſs, but for the 
lake of one already got. Perſecution, in the higheſt 
ſenſe, is the Devil in the heart of a rebel, oppoſing 
Chriſt in the heart of a ſaint. Abel was perſecuted 
for righteouſneſs ſake, or becauſe God had accepted 
Abel's perſon, and gave witneſs of it, teſtifying of 
lis gift; while Cain, who was of that. wicked ane, 
| not. 
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not being accepted, nor his offering, flew him, be- 
cauſe his own works were evil, and his brother's 
Tighteous; or becauſe God had given the one faith, 
and not the other ; and becauſe the work of faith 
was accepted, and the work of the fleſh rejected, 
A perſon is perſecuted for righteouſneſs ſake, when 
God has given him, by the Spirit, the word of 
_ righteouſneſs, and ſent him to preach it; as he did to 
Noah, in whom, and by whom, the Spirit of Chriſt 
_ ſtrove with the wicked Antediluvians, whoſe. ſouls 
are now in Priſon, (1 Peter, iii. 19.) till God ſaid, 
« My Spirit ſhall not always ſtrive with man.“ 
| Soon after, God brought in the flood upon the 
world of the ungodly, and ſaved Noah, a preacher if 
righteouſneſs. He muſt be in a juſtified ſtate, who, 
in the ſenſe of the text, 1s perſecuted for righteoul- 
neſs ſake. If impoſtors, infidels, or hypocrites, 
bring a perſecution upon themſelves, it is rather a 
being buſfeted for their hypocriſy,” than being perſe- 
cuted for righteouſneſs ſake : and it is often ſeen, 
that ſuch go back again, with humble ſubmiſſion, 
to the Devil and the world; and, to atone for their 
paſt offences, commit all uncleanneſs with greeci- 
neſs. Perſons, therefore, thar are juſtified by faith, 
and live in good conſcience ; who vindicate the 
honour of a righteous God, and reprove unrigh- 
teous and wicked men; who profeſs, or preach, the 
righteouſneſs of faith, and oppoſe errors advanced; 


| 4 and who live by the CG of the Son of God; .and . 
: whoſe MY 7? 
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whoſe conduct and converſation in the world is juſt 
and upright before God, and before men; theſe are 
the perſons that are perſecuted for righteouſneſs 
ſake, and theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

Bleſſed are ye when men ſhall reuile you, and per- 

ſecute you, . and ſhall ſay all manner of evil againſt you © 
falſely, for my ſake. Reviling a perſon's name and 
character, his writings, preaching, religion, or pro- 
ſeſſion, without any juſt charge of ignorance, error, 
hypocriſy, or immorality, is reviling him falſely, 
Oppoſing a ſervant of Chrift, reſiſting, gainſaying, 
or endeavouring to hinder his uſefulneſs in the work 
of God, is perſecuting him. Calling him an Anti- 
nomian, a bad ſpirit, a licentious perſon, and an 
encourager of ſin, without either ground or proof, 
is ſpeaking evil againſt him falſely—and that ay 
Chriſt's ſake. 

Rejoice, and be exceeding glad; for great is * 
reward in heaven. The Saviour knew theſe things 
would not always be found eaſy to fleſh and blood, 

therefore tells us to rejoice that he counts us worthy 
to ſuffer reproach and ſhame for his name; and in 
that we are honoured in being employed in the 
Lord's ſervice, and in fighting the Lord's battles, 
Furthermore it ſhews, that ſuch a ſoul is tolerably 
ſound in the faith, and pretty well purged. from 
the ſpirit of the world, and from the community 
of it, as they ſo deteſt him; which is matter of re- 
Joicing, for many legal profeſſors and hypocrites 
are 
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are ſenſible that they want this teſt, Moreover, 
the reproach that falls on us, for Chriſt's ſake, i 
the reproach of Chriſt himſelf : it falls on the mem« 
bers for the ſake of the head. And _ 
Great is the reward of righteous perſons, ſuffer. 
ing wrongfully for righteouſneſs ſake; for God is 
their portion, glory their crown, and heaven itſelf 
their home, and their reward of inheritance. 

For ſo perſecuted they the prophets that were befor. 
you. They ſuffered reproach and perſecution who 
ſhewed before of the coming of the Juſt One; and 
they ſhare the ſame who embrace him that is come, 
The Saviour, therefore, ſets the reward againſt per- 
ſecution, to counterbalance it; that light afflictions, 
which are but for a moment, may appear as no- 
thing, when compared to an ternal | weight of 
glory. |

of ſpecial grace. Have ſalt in yourſelves, and 
c have peace one with another.”

And to ſhew hat the grace of God is needful in 
every branch of God's ſervice and worſhip, God 
fays, With all thine offerings thou ſhalt offer ſalt.

« ſoned you.” The Spirit, and grace of God, are in 
you, and you are to ſeaſon others. 

But if the ſalt hath loft it's ſavour, eden 
Joall it be ſalted? But if your miniſtry, company, 
and converſation, hath loſt all it's ſavour with grace- 
leſs profeſſors, or earthly- minded men, ſo that 
they reliſh not the things that be of God, how ſhall 
the earth be ſalted? What elſe can preſerve them 
from becoming a ſtink in the noſtrils of God? 
Nothing. And fo. it appeared when the Romiſh 
army laid them in heaps, as dung upon the earth 
the ſalt was all gathered out, and the ſtink of their 
camps and their carcaſes ſoon went up, | + 

It is thenceforth good for nothing. It is good for 
nothing in the judgment of hardened and impe- 
nitent ſinners; it profits them nothing; but is a 
ſavour of death unto death: they mock at it, and 
their bands are made ſtrong; it leaves them without 
a cloak for their ſin; in their eſteem it is good for 
| nothing but- to be caſt out; they caſt the apoſtles 

out of the ſynagogue, and broke the pleaſing bonds 
of the Everlaſting Covenant aſunder, and caſt their 
cords from them, and ſo judged themſelves un- 
: worthy of eternal life. And at laſt the falt— * 
4 Was trodden under foot of men. They trampled 
on the blood of the Everlaſting Covenant, on the

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living God; and therefore the Saviour trampled

 Hitherto the Saviour has been ſpeaking to bis 
diſciples and faithful followers; which appears evi- 
dent by the many bleſſings that he pronounced on 
them, whoſe bleſſings never fly at random. Nor 
can it be ſuppoſed that he would call Scribes, Pha- 
riſees, and hypocrites, the light of the world, and 
the ſalt of the earth; for ſuch are rather the ſcum 


and the dregs of it. All that has been ſaid is ap-

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olicable to the children of God, and to none elſe. 
Now come in the words of my text; in which the

They ſhall learn of the Father, 
and believe Moſes's writings too; and then they ſhall 
come - unto me, and believe my words. They ſhall 
come to God, the Judge of all in the Law; and then 
to the Mediator of the New Covenant, revealed in 
the Goſpel. They ſhall hear my Father's voice in 
the ſecret place of thunder; and then, with their face 
wrapt in their mantle, they ſhall hear the voice of 
the Turtle: and fo go from death to life, from Sinai 
to Zion, from wrath to come to Grace revealed.

every bond- child, vain-jangler, proud doer, ſelf- 
righteous, ſelf-ſufficient, and independent Phariſee. 
© Whatſoever the Law ſaith, let it be what it will, 
ce jt ſhall ſay it to them that are under the Law.“ 
All that work for life there, che reward Hall not be 
reckoned of Grace, but of debt, Rom. iv. 3. The 
Maſter will exact of the ſervant a perfect taſk, a per- 
petual courſe of unerring, unſinning obedience. 
As a juſt and immutable creditor, God will demand 
the total ſum of all the ſpotleſs and perfect works 
that the Law requires. The reward ſhall neuer be 
' reckoned of Grace, but of debt. No Surety, or Me- 
diator, ſhall be found in the Old Covenant. The 
| bond-ſlave that rejefts my Grace, ſhall pay his own 
debt; and, if he fails but in one point, he ſhall find

The Law, as the Maſter's will, and the bond-ſer- 

vant's rule, ſhall never be done away. “ Think 

© not that Lam come to deſtroy the Law.“ 
Thirdly, The Law is the great. Creditor' whink 


Writing, his. covenant, and his teſtimony, which 


contains all that he ordains his bond-ſervants to do; 
and, as an hband-writing, it ſhall exhibit. the penal 
debt of endleſs. ſuffering, which the. ſinner owes to 
Divine Juſtice for the numberleſs breaches of every 
precept of it. As a broken covenant, it ſhall bind 
them over; and, as the Maſter's teſtimony, it ſhall 
ever teſtify their-numberleſs tranſgreſſions, and be a 
witneſs againſt them.

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fins. And, in this ſenſe, it ſhall never be cancelled 


or repealed; it ſhall never be mitigated, abrogated, 
diſannulled, done away, made void, or aboliſhed,

Fourthly, I am not come to deſtroy the condemn- 
ing authority, or to mitigate the rigour, of the Law. 
It is an eternal Law, and ſhall remain in full force, 
as it ever did: for although I ſhall keep my court 
at Zion, reign in love, and ſway my righteous ſceptre 
over my own children; and, as King of Grace, on a 
throne of grace diſplay my mercy there to all who 
eſcape the ſtorm, and fly for ſhelter thither ; yet I 
have prepared my throne for judgment. All judg- 
ment is committed unto me: I am the Judge of 
quick and dead; and, as a righteous Judge, I ſhall 
& condemn the wicked, and bring his wickedneſs

of quick and dead, I ſhall bring forth the Baok of

I ſhall neither oppoſe their writings, contradict their 
aſſertions, nor let one prediction noted in the Scrip- 
tures of truth ever fail of it's full accompliſhment : 
the things therein written ſhall be accompliſhed inme, 
The faithfulneſs of God in his word ſhall never fail; 
his veracity ſhall never fall to the groynd; the hope 
of Iſrael ſhall never be loſt, nor their expectationg 
be ever cut off. I am not come 10 deſtroy the

But to full. All that has ever been written in 
the Law, the Prophets, or the Pſalms, concerning 
me, ſhall have a fulfilling end. All that is ſaid of 
my birth, and of my life; of my mean appearance, 
and mighty power; of my matchleſs love to men, 
and of their cruel treatment of me; of the miracles 
performed, and of peace proclaimed; 'of magnifying 
the Law, and preaching the everlaſting Goſpel ; of

of it's irritating. power, or ſhorn of it's penal ſanc- 
tion; without mitigation, and without repeal. It 
ſhall ſtand as my children's ſchoolmaſter, and firſt 
huſband ;” as the maſter's commanding will, and 
the bend-ſervant's only rule; as the creditor's hand- 
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as 2 teſtimony for God in deſence of his holineſs, 
and againſt the wicked for every WK ny So 
ſhall it ſtand 8 

"Till all be be fulfilled. The Law is fulfilled in 2 
fourfold ſenſe.”

2dly, In the — eflitaciouldy; by the Spirit.

Firft, The Law is perfectly fulfilled, both in pre- 
cept and penalty, by the Saviour, who aſſumed 
man's nature, and took man's name, to act in man's 
ſtead. He was made of a woman, and made under 
the Law. He became ſurety for man's debts; and, 
by his kind undertaking and cireumciſion, became 
2 debtor, in the debtor's place, to rſtore that | honour 
to the Law] which he took not away. © He was made 
« fin for us, who knew no fin, that we might be made 
« the righteouſneſs of God in him.” Of him a per- 
ſect obedience to the precept was exacted, and he 
made reſtitution; the debt of ſuffering was demand- 
ed, and he was preſſed to pay. When he had given 
a perfect obedience to the precept, he ſays, I have 
« Nniſbed [this part of] the work which thou gaveſt 
me to do. And, at cloſing his obedience unto, 

. he bowed his head, and ſaid, © It is finiſhed.” 
Thus 
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Thus he «© magnified the Law, and made it honour... 
* able;” /o that one jot, or one title, did in no wiſe 
paſs from the Law till all was fulfilled. It is eaſier 
for heaven and earth to paſs, than for God's righte- 
ous Servant to fail of performing the will of his God. 
* I delight to do thy will, O my God; yea, thy Law 
ce is within my heart.“ So he undertook, and fo it 
became him to fulfil all righteouſneſs, Matt. iii. 15, 
And ſo it behoved Chriſt to ſuffer ; for he came not 
to deſtroy the Law, but to fulfil, 
Secondly, The Law 1s fulfilled efficaciouſly in the 
Church of God, by the Spirit: as it is written, 
That therighteouſneſs of the Law might be FULFILLED 
Id us, who walk, not after the fleſh, but after the 
Spirit, Rom. viii. 4. Now the righteouſneſs of 
the Law is fulfilled in the Church. 
1/, By the imputation of Chriſt's righteouſneſs 
for our juſtification. Rom. v. 19. 
2dly, By the indwelling of the Holy Ghoſt, which 
is our ſanflification. Rom. xv. 16. 
34ly, By God's circumciſing our hearts, to love. 
him with all our heart, and with all our ſoul, that 
we may live, (Deut, xxx. 6.) Love to God being 
the firſt and great commandment of the Law. 
 4thly, By the indwelling of God's good word, and 
by the good treaſure of his grage. 


Firſt, What is the Law? It is a juſt Late, and is, 


the rule of righteous 5 This, 5 fays Moſes, « ſhall

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te be our righteouſneſs, if we obſerve to do all theſe 
« commandments, before the Lord our God, as he 
« hath commanded us, Deut. vi. 25, Chriſt's 
obedience to the Law, imputed to us, anſwers this: 
By the obedience of one ſhall many be made righteous. 
This is juſtification from all things; and makes the 
believer a juſt man, as the Law is juft, 

Secondly, The Law is holy: and the foul of the 
faint is the ſeat; and his body the temple, of the 
Holy Ghoſt, which dwelleth in us, and makes the 
believer holy, as the Law is holy. 

Thirdly, The Law requires love to God above all 
things elſe; and the ſaint of God is bleſſed with the 
love of God, Father, Son, and Spirit, ſhed abroad 
in his heart; and has fellowſhip with the Father, 
Son, and Spirit, He dwells in God, who is love; 
and God dwells in him. He is joined to the Lord, 
and is one ſpirit with him. This anſwers the re- 
quirement of the great command, | 

Fourthly, The Law 1s ſpiritual, and the Law is 
good. The ſaint of God is a /piritual man, and a 
good man. He is a partaker of God's good Spirit; 
the good treaſure of grace is in him; the good word 
of God is in him; the good work of regeneration. 
has paſſed on his ſoul; and the whole perfecting 
work of grace is carried on, and will be compleated 
in him; which makes him a good man, as the Law 
Is good, 
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Laſtly, The Law promiſes life, but eternal life it 
could never give. The believer, therefore, has got 
what the Law could not give: He that believeth 
« hath everlaſting life, and ſhall never come into 
ce condemnation.” If this is Antinomianiſm, it js 
precious Antinomianiſm! This is the man in whom 
the righteouſneſs of the Law is fulfilled ; who 1s re- 


9 deemed from the Law, and brought to the Goſpel; 


redeemed from the curſe, and crowned: with the 
bleſſing; no more under the Law, but under Grace; 
not under wrath, but under love; no more under 
the ſchoolmaſter to Moſes, but under the Law of the 


1 Spirit, to Chriſt; no more a bond- ſervant, but a free- 


born ſon; no more a ſtranger, but knows God, and 
is known of him; no more a child of the bond- 
woman, but of the free; no longer a foreigner, but 


a fellow- citizen with the ſaints, and of the houſhold 
of God. Verily J ſay unto you, fill heaven and earth 


paſs, one jot or one tittle ſhall in no wiſe paſs from 
the Law till all be { thus] fulfilled in the elect of God. 
They ſhall all be juſtified, they ſhall all be ſanctified, 


they ſhall all be made meet for the inheritance with 
the ſaints in light. Theſe are the genuine offspring 
of Abraham, which Sarah bears unto Abraham. 


Theſe do the works of Abraham, namely, the works 
of faith, labours of love, and patience of hope. 
Thefe look to Abraham their father, and to Sarah 
that bare them; and keep their Father's command- 


ment, and forſake not the law of their Mother, They 


keep 
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keep their Father's commandment, which is the 
commandment of Life; which kept Abraham from 
conſidering his own body dead at a hundred years 
old. Theſe ſorſake not the Law of their Mother, 
which is the Law of Faith; by which Sarah received 
ſtrength to conceive ſeed, judging Him faithful 
who had promiſed. Through Faith they obtain 
witneſs that they are righteous; and through Faith 
they obtain this good report, As mam as are of 
Faith, are bleſſed with faiihful Abraham. Theſe 
are they that commend not themſelves, but them 
whom the Lord commendeth: on whom the moſt _ 
high God put ' ſuch high encomiums, reported ſo 
good a report, and gave fo, glorious a teſtimony, 
that it ſtands recorded by the hand of Heaven in the 
eternal annals: which myſterious record, in it's ge- 
nuine ſenſe, will prove an everlaſting taſł to every 
bond- child, every legal work-monger, every proud 
doer, every Uzzite, every infant of the fleſh, to the 
world's end. It is a promiſe to the heirs of promiſe, 
as well as an eternal teftimony to the Father of the 
heirs: © I will make thy ſeed to multiply as the ſtars 
tc of heaven, and will give unto thy ſeed all theſe 
© countries; and in thy ſeed ſhall all the nations of 
te the earth be bleſſed: BECAUSE THAT ABRAHAM 
cc OBEYED MY VOICE, "AND KEPT MY CHARGE, MY 
© COMMANDMENTS, MY STATUTES, AND My LAws.“ 
Gen. xxvi. 4, 5. Let thoſe who traduce us explain 
Abraham's obedience to God's voice, the charge 
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45 Tu MORAL LAW NOT INJURED BY 
which he kept, together with the commandments, 


* Law [even in this ſenſe] 7:11 all be fulfilled.” 


ſtatutes, and laws, to which he was ſo obedient, four 
hundred years before the Law was given. I come

- Thirdly, Imperfectly fulfilled, in the exerciſe of 
grace, by the ſaint, © Owe no man any thing but 
* to love one another; for he that loveth another 
& hath fulfilled the Law, for Love is the fuljilling of 


« he Law.” Rom. xiii. 8, 10. This fulfilling of 
the Law is not perfect obedience; for though the 


Law is perfectly fulfilled in the faint, all God's work 
being perfect; yet it is not perfectly fulfilled 4 the 
faint, becauſe he hath a principle in him that luſteth 
to envy. However, every ſaint under heaven ſhall 


be brought to love the brotherhood. © They that 


< hate Zion ſhall be deſolate.— He that hateth his 
« brother is in darkneſs, and knoweth not whither 
ce he goeth, becauſe that darkneſs hath blinded his 
ic eyes. He that hateth his brother is a murderer, 
© and ye know that no murderer hath eternal life 


« abiding in him.” For though © the ſpirit in 


te man luſteth to envy,” yet he ſhall be purged from 
it, otherwiſe he ſhall never be ſaved: for, as the 
mercileſs creditor, who had no compaſſion. on his 


fellow-ſervant, was delivered to the tormentors, 
So ſhall my heavenly Father do unto every one of you, 


if ye, from your heart, forgive not every one his brother 
their treſpaſſes : for, © till heaven and earth pals, 
« one jot or one tittle ſhall in no wiſe paſs from the 


| Four thly, 
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Fourthly, The penal part of the Law ſhall be ef- 
fectually and eternally fulfilled in the damnation of 
the wicked. The Law, which is ſpiritual, and 
reaches to the actions of body and foul, ſhall then 


appear as a fiery Law. The works of the fleſh, and 


their heart- ſins, ſhall both be puniſhed; the body in 
unconſuming and unconſumed brimſtone, and the 
ſoul in unquenchable wrath. Their little ſins, as 
they are often called, ſhall appear infinite, and not 
a jot or tittle of the Law fail in the diſcharge of it's 
dreadful artillery : I will ſpend my arrows upon them, 
Deut. xxx11. 23. Every plague, every threatening, 
every curſe, and every ſentence, ſhall be righteouſly, 
juſtly, and fully executed. !] was obedient unto 
death, to redeem mine elect; and they ſhall be ſub- 
ject to eternal death, that die in their ſins. The 
gulph fixed on them ſhall never be moved; the ſen- 
tence ſhall never be recalled; their worm ſhall never 
die, their fire ſhall never be quenched. The ſmoke 
of their torments ſhall ever aſcend. Yea, the third 
heaven, the reſidence of God himſelf, all as ſoon 
baſs away, as a jot or title of the Law can fail curſ- 


ing them that die under it. The third heaven ſhall . 


never be moved; and out of utter darkneſs the cri- 
minal ſhall never come, till he has paid the utmoſt 


mite; which mite is obedience to the jot or tittle of 
the Law. But ſuffering the ſentence can never be 


obeying the precept; therefore there can be no com- 


ing out thence: for not a jot or tittle ſhall in any 


wiſe 
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wiſe paſs from the Law till all Cin this ſenſe] be 


punctually fulfilled. And IJ have begun to fulfil it 


las a righteous Judge) in this ſenſe already. They 
who refuſe my Goſpel, to them it is a ſavour of death 
unto death. They are not only curſed to death by 
the Law, but damned to death, as infidels, by the 
Goſpel : «He that believeth not ſhall be damned.— 
« He that believes not my word, hath one that 
te judgeth him: the word that I have ſpoken, the 
« fame ſhall judge him in the great day.—T hey that 
« mock, their bands ſhall be made ſtrong.— They are 
bound on earth, and in heaven they are bound.— 
* They that believe not are condemned already, 
'< and the wrath of God abideth on them.— This is 
* the condemnation, that light is come into th 
"<< world, and men love darkneſs rather than light, 


c becauſe their deeds are evil.— Vea, for judgment 


*I am come into this world, that thoſe which ſee 
ce not might ſee, and that thoſe that ſee might be 
, made blind.” As a Judge, I have begun to fulfil 
(in the fouls of mine enemies) the penal ſanction 
of the Law already; and my Goſpel ſhall be 
Preached in all the world, for a witneſs againſt ſuch 
and then ſhall the end come. All my diſciples ſnal 
love their brethren, and from their heart forgiv 
every one his brother their treſpaſſes; otherwiſe my 

* heavenly Father ſhall never forgive them. Righte 
 - ouſneſs will I lay to the line of the precept, an 

| judgment to the plummet of the ſentence; the haf 
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ſhall ſweep away the refuges of lyes, and the floods 
of wrath ſhall overflow the hiding- places. For till 
heaven and earth paſs, one jot or one tittle ſhall in 
no wiſe paſs from the Law till all be punctually 
fulfilled. But I will ſend the Holy Spirit into the 


hearts of my dear diſciples, which ſhall ſlay ſuch 


envy, make them forget anger, and forgive and love 
their brethren, as I have loved them. The Law 
worketh wrath ; but the love of [the Spirit worketh 
no ill to a neighbour, much leſs to a brother in 


faith. The kingdom of heaven within them ſhall : 


deliver them from ſuch evils. They ſhall be angry 
at ſin, and at ſinners; at evil doctrines, and evil 


practices. Thus © they ſhall be angry, and ſin not.“ 


But anger againſt a brother ſhall not reſt in them; 


for they are not fools, but the children of Wiſdom.. 


_. Moſes and Elias ſhall both reſign their offices to 
me; and my people ſhall have one Prophet, one 
Lawgiver, one Mediator, and one Shepherd. They 


ſhall all be taught of their God, Iſa. liv. 13. Aud a 


Law ſhall proceed from me, and I will make my judg- 
ment to reſt for a light to them, Iſa. li. 4. I will be 
their Day's-man, Mediator, Interceſſor, and Advo- 
cate; and they ſhall be the humble ſheep of my fold, 
under one Shepherd. They ſhall paſs from the mi- 


niſtration of death to the promiſe of everlaſting life. 


1 will deliver them from the yoke, © Do and live; 
and from the dreadful burden of © Curſed is he that 
* continueth not. And they ſhall take my yoke upon 

| D them, 
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them, and learn of me, who am meek and lowly; 
and find my yoke to be eaſy, and my burden light.— 
« The Law and the Prophets were until John, Luke 
«© xvi. Yea, all the Prophets and the Law propbeſied 
c until Fobn, Matt. xi. 13. Since that time, the 
« Kingdom of Heaven is preached, and every man 
te preſſeth into it.” Luke, xvi. 16. And none ſhalt 
enter into that kingdom that do not receive it as a 
little child. The ſubjects of my kingdom ſhall be 
kept by my power; none ſhall pluck them out of 
my hand, nor ſhall the-gates of hell prevail againſt 
them. I will deliver them from that anger that reſts 
in the boſom of fools, and from that envy that ſlays 
the filly one. The murderer ſhall not reign and rule 
in their hearts. I will give them power to tread 
t“ on ſerpents, ſcorpions, and over all the power of 
det ny" z and nothing ſhall 5 any means n 
«© them.“ 
in poßde ver therefore ſpall break one of the leaſt of 
' theſe commandments. The Saviour having laid this, 
he goes on to ſhew what his meaning is. 
1. That whoſoever is angry with his brother with- 
out cauſe, ſpall be in danger of the judgment, Ver. 22. 
He ſhall be in danger of the judgment of Zion, who 
ſhould judge him unworthy of communion; or ra- 
ther, in danger of being arraigned at the bar of the 
Law, and left in bondage to it, and to the une: 
ings of Satan. 
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2. Whoſoever foal ſay unto his brother, ee Raca,” 
or, © Vain, empty fellow,” fhall be in danger of the 
Council. By the Jewiſh laws, and by the counſel 
of God, it is deemed an offence or ſcandal, and woe 
be to him thraugh whom the ſcandal cometh! Or, 
I hoſoever ſaith unto his brother, © Thou fool,” fhall 
be in danger of hell-fire, It doth not mean an idiot, 
but calling him a wicked reprobate, judging his in- 
moſt ſoul, and fixing his final doom. And he that 
thus judges, ſhall doubtleſs be judged; for it is the 
judgment of a child of the devil. For, firſt, he is 
angry with his brother without a cauſe, which is 
murder. Secondly, his malice breaks out into words: 
he calls him empty and vain fellow; and then pro- 
ceeds to try his reins, and at laſt to fix him in hell, 
“If thou bring thy gift before the altar, and thy 
« brother hath aught againſt thee; go and reconcile 
« thyſelf firſt to him, and then offer thy gift. The 
ce ſacrifice of the wicked is an abomination; how 
© much more when he bringeth it with a wicked 
& mind!” | 

It is eaſy to ſee that the Lord, in this diſcourſe, 
ſtrikes hard at the Jewiſh Scribes and Phariſees. 
This appears plain, by the gift, or free-will offering, 
being left at the altar, till the offerer had reconciled 
himſelf to his brother; which altar and offerings the 
faints are delivered from. And terribly muſt this 
diſcourſe have cut thoſe who were ſo deſperately 
angry and envious at Chriſt and his followers, who, 

D 2 according 
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according to the fleſh, were their brethren. And 
they were angry without a cauſe; and had not only 
called them Raca, and Fools, but they judged them. 
They called the Lord a Fellow, and a Deceiver; yea, 
Beelzebub, And curſed all his followers: This people, 
that know not the Law, are accurſed. Yea, they caſt 
them out, excommunicated them, reprobated them, 
and paſſed the curſe of the Law on them. 
| 2dly, The Lord here handles the Law lawfully; 
and ſhews the ſpiritual meaning of it, it's unfathom- 
able reach to the inmoſt ſoul, and it's unlimited 
demands; ſo as to make every ſenſible ſinner for ever 
deſpair of help from it, or any ſalvation by it. He 
doth not dreſs it up as an evangelized Covenant, nor 
call it the believer's only Rule of Life; but tells the 
ſinner, that a mouthful of malice ſpit at a fellow- 
creature, does by this Law expoſe a man to the 
danger of hell-fire. 

34ly, The Saviour ſtrikes hard, in this diſcourſe, a at 
the hypocrite alſo, who gets into the church before 
his firſt huſband be dead. This appears from the 
breakers of theſe commandments being called lea 
in the kingdom of heaven. If they were not in the 
church, they could not be ſaid to be in the kingdom 
of heaven at all. Theſe tares getting among the 
wheat, are the children of the wicked one getting 
among the children of the kingdom; and being in 
Bondage to the Law, which worketh wrath, and deſti- 


tute of ſaving grace, 97 are the moſt deſperate at 
| the 
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the grace, gifts, happineſs, uſefulneſs, and pure 
doctrine, of God's faithful ones. And that theſe 
men are deſtitute of the Spirit, is plain from their 
cauſeleſs anger, hatred, and unrighteous judgment. 
And that they are under the Law, and not under 
Grace, appears plain alſo, by their being in danger 
of hell-fire: which a juſtified ſoul, in a ſtate of grace, 
is not; for Chriſt ſays, he ſhall never come into con- 
demnation; yea, be ſhall never die; he hath everlaſt- 
ing life. There is no Hell fire nor condemnation to 
them which are in Chriſt Jeſus: nor is it ſin in a man 
of God to call a hypocrite, a wicked man, or an 
oppoſer of the Goſpel, a fool: Thou fool, (ſays Paul) 
« that which thou ſoweſt is not quickened except it 
ce die.” The Lord goes on 
Te have heard that it was ſaid, Thou ſbalt not 
commit adultery, &c. but I ſay unto you, that whoſo- 
ever looketh on a woman, to luſt after her, hath com- 
mitted adultery with her already in bis heart. Here 
the Lord enforces the ſpirituality of the Law: that 
it reaches the ſoul and ſpirit of a man; yea, the in- 
moſt thoughts and deſires of the heart, as well as 
words and actions; and that all above yea, yea, and 
nay, nay, cometh of evil; and for every idle word, 
the ſinner that dies in his ſin, and under this Law, 
muſt give an account at the day of judgment. 
The Lord here ſhews the need of /a// in the corrupt 
ſpring of the human heart; for the Law is fo far 
from deſtroying luſt, that it works the more vigo- 
5 2 3 touſly 
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rouſly by it: © For /in taking occaſion by the com- 
e mandment, wrought in me all manner of concu- 

| & giſcence; for without the Law ſin was dead,” Rom. 
i vii. 8.—“ Yea, when we were in the fleſh, the mo- | 
« tions of ſin, which are by the Law, did work in 
© our members to bring forth fruit unto death.— 
« Therefore the ſinner muſt become dead to the 
« Law by the body of Chriſt, and be married to an- 
<« other, before he can bring forth fruit unto God.” 

| Rom. vii. 4, 5. Terrible as this Law is, the Saviour 

| ſent every ſelf-ſufficient enquirer to it, as his only 
Rule of Life; but he never ſent one humble ſup- 
pliant, or ſenſible ſinner, to it, during the whole of 
his miniſtry. However, the ſoul that is eſpouſed to 
Chrift ſees his old man, yea, the whole body of the 
fins of the fleſh, condemned in his Surety, and 
| crucified in his death; and he feels the old-man put 
off when Chriſt takes poſſeſſion of the heart. A new 
creature is formed, and the old man is dethroned. 
The will, mind, heart, and affections, are made 
loyal to Chriſt, and take part with the new man; 
while the old man, like a rebel in alliance with Satan, 
wars againſt both the believer and his grace: But 
cc jt is no more I that do it,” ſays Paul, © but ſin, 
ce that dwelleth in me. But my bleſſed Maſter 
goes on to preach, and his own ſervant follows him, 


to catch what he can. 
| Whoſoever ſhall put away his wife, ſaving for the | 


cauſe of fornication, cauſeth her to commit adultery; . 
and 
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and whoſoever ſhall marry her that is divorced, com- 


mitteth adultery. Fornication is unlawful connec- 
tion between unmarried people. This crime, when 
committed by married perſons, is adultery, not for- 
nication. The lin for the which ſuch a woman might 
be divorced, appears to have been committed previ- 
ous to her marriage. The huſband finding her not 


a virgin, and finding himſelf deceived and impoſed - 


on by a vitiated perſon; in ſuch a caſe, the marriage 
ſeems to be void, according to Deut. Chap. xxii. 
And, indeed, ſuch a woman, in the ſight of God, is 
the wife of him who firſt humbled her, Deut. xxii. 29. 
though perhaps the Saviour, by [fornication here, 
includes adultery alſo. However, if ſhe had been 
guilty of fornication with one man, and afterwards 


marries another, the marriage is null and void, for 


ſhe is the wife of the firſt: man; and if ſhe com- 
mits adultery afterwards, ſhe breaks the marriage- 
bond herſelf, In ſuch caſes, and only ſuch, might 
ſhe be put away, The Lord goes on Thou ſhalt 
not ſwear—Reliſt not evil Love your enemies, 
Kc. &c. In all which he explains what he means by 
breaking one of theſe leaſt commandments. He that is 
angry with his brother without cauſe; he that calls 
him vain, empty feilow; he that calls him a wicked 
reprobate ; he that has eyes full of adultery, &c. &c. 
He that breaketh the leaſt of theſe commandments—- 


And teacheth men ſo. What, then, ſhall we ſay 
of them, who hate the miniſters that Chriſt hath 
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ſent! and in whoſe hearts envy has reſted for 
years together! and who call them Antinomians, 
bad ſpirits, devils, bubbles of the day, and black- 
g——ds, without any juſt charge either of error or 
immorality! Is not this breaking the command- 
ments, and teaching men ſo?—Did I ever tell you, 
in the courſe of my miniſtry, that you ſhould have 
more Gods than one? that you ſhould make images, 
take the Lord's name in vain, prophane his day of 
reſt, ridicule parents, kill, ſteal, commit adultery, 
bear falſe witneſs, and covet your neighbour's goods? 
Did you ever ſee any thing of this in my practice, 
or did you ever hear any thing of it from my mouth? 
1 trow not. I have enforced regeneration by the 
Spirit, as the only way to make men holy; and I 
have preached up a divorce from the Law, and 
-union with Chriſt, as the only way to make men 
fruitful, I have infiſted on a walk in the Spirit, as 
the only way for men to eſcape fulfilling the luſts of 
the fleſh. And I have urged a life under the influ- 
ence of Grace, as the only way to get diſentangled 
from the reign of ſin: and that fin ſhall have domi- 
nion only over them that are under the Law; it ſhall 
not have dominion over them that are under Grace, 
But can this be called © breaking the command- 
* ments, and teaching men ſo?” What, does the 
grace of God encourage ſin? Or is the Law againſt 
the promiſes of God? Or does this doctrine make 
void the Law? Nay, it is eſtabliſhed this way, and 
| | no 
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no other. Again, do you find the advocates for 
Free Grace, who are ſound in their principles, and 
experimental in their ſouls, looſe livers? Do you 
ſee thoſe who are in the cloſeſt connection with me, 
breakers of God's commandments, and, by example, 


teachers of the ſame? Nay, ſo far from it, that if 


you would find an ignorant, unin:ormed people; 
if a dead, ſleepy congregation; if a light, vain, 
frothy community, who are envious in their minds, 
empty in heart, and ſcandalous in life—you muſt 
look for them among thoſe who have little or no- 
thing but the Law of Moſes ſet before them. The 
Law worketh wrath, the Law makes nothing per- 
fect, but the better Hope does do it. The Haga- 
renes ſhall never beat the children of Zion at good 
works, for root and branch are both wanting. Then 
what is all this deſperate outcry againſt me for ?— 
Why, for this one voice that I cried among them, 
© The Law of Moſes is not the Saint's Rule of 
« Life.” For this word I am made an offender; 
and they that make it ſuch an offence, cannot bring 
one text in God's Book againſt it. Yea, farther ; 
the beſt commentators now extant, who have ad- 
vanced the Law as the*Saint's Rule of Life from one 
text, have themſelves contradicted it from another, 
as plainly as calling light darkneſs, and darkneſs 
light: and though all commentators. have followed 
one another in that track, not one, that ever I have 
ſcen, has proved it from God's Book, The Maſter's 
commanding 
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commanding Will is the Bond-ſervant's Rule; it is 
the Creditor's Hand-writing, and the Debtor's 
Account-book—but the Good-will of the Father is 


the Son's Rule. Theſe are the two Covenants, 


And what the Law requires, the Goſpel gives; and 
what Chriſt commands, he works in his ſaints by his 
Spirit to obey, and their obedience is She obedience 
of Faith. Neither juſtification, ſanctification, ſal- 
vation, hope or help, life or love, come from the 
Law, or by the Law. Miniſters of the Spirit, and 
thoſe evangelical ſervants who ſerve God in the new- 
neſs of the Spirit, and not in the oldneſs of the 
Letter, are not breakers of God's commandments: 
they are delivered from the Law, and wedded to 
Chriſt, that they might bring forth fruit unto God. 
He that breaks the leaſt of theſe commands 

And teaches men ſo, ſhall be called the leaſt in thi 
kingdom of heaven. He that is angry at a brother 
without cauſe; he that calls him vain fellow; he 
that calls him a wicked reprobate; he that has eyes 
full of adultery; he that ſwears; he that reſiſts evil 
with evil; he that ſmitesthe juſt ; he that, to gratify 
his malice, ſues him at the law for coat or cloak, 
&c. &c.— theſe things are breaking the command- 
ments, and by ſpeech and example they teach others 
to do the ſame. The names Antinomian, and bad 
Spirit, that have been caſt at me, are in the mouths 
of thouſands of poor ignorant ſouls, who know no 
more what they mean by ſuch names than the image 


of 
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of Jupiter that fell from the moon. And their 
hearts are filled with malice againſt me, and their 


mouths with reproach, who never heard me, but 


having learnt it from the pulpit. And woe be to 
him, and to them, through whom the offence or 


ſcandal cometh ; for they that live in ſuch fins, 


and teach men ſo, 


Shall be called the leaſt in the kingdom of beaver. 


By the Kingdom of Heaven, here, is meant the 
Church, or Church State. And who is this Leaſt 
perſon in the church? Not the moſt humble ſoul, 
who is like a little child; for he is neither a breaker 
of the commandments, nor a teacher of men ſo. 
The leaſt perſon here, in Chriſt's ſenſe of the words, 
is not a hypocritical profeſſor, but a hypocritical, 
falſe teacher: and he is leaſt efteemed by Chriſt; a 
man of the leaſt value in the church, and one of the 
leaſt and laſt in God's account. This is the man: 
he is an impoſtor, a hypocrite, and a ſinner; and, 
as he TEACHES men ſo, he muſt be a teacher, and a 
wicked teacher too. And he ſhall be called the leaſt 


in the kingdom of heaven; and ſo he is to them to 


whom God diſcovers him, and that have light to ſee 
through him. | 

The Saviour, in his application, clearly ſhews, 
that his diſciples are the brethren that are hated with- 
out a cauſe; and who are called empty fellows, 
fools, and reprobates. And counſels them how to 


behave under ſuch reproach: IV beſoever ſhall ſmite 
thee

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thee on the one cheek, turn to bim the otber.—If he 
ſue thee at the law for thy coat, give bim thy cloak 
alſo. If he compels thee to go a mile, go twain, If 
be aſks, give; if he will borrow, lend to him. If he 
is your enemy, love him; if he curſe you, do you bleſs 
bim; if he hate you, do good to him; if he perſecute 
Dou, and uſe you deſpitefully » pray for bim HAr vr 
MAY BE THE CHILDREN OF YOUR FATHER WHICH 15 
IN HEAVEN. By children, here, is not meant repro- 
bates, for Chriſt never calls them children of his 
heavenly Father: nor does he allow them to call 
themſclves ſo, but calls them children of the devil. 

This application ſhews plain enough, that it is the 
children of God that are hated, perſecuted, and ſlan- 
dered; and that it is phariſees, hypocrites, and fall 

teachers, that break the commandments, and teach 

men ſo; and ſuch are, and ſhall be, called the leaſt 
in the militant church, or kingdom of heaven: and 
ſure I am that ſuch are the fartheſt, of all men, 
from the triumphant cHUrCh, or kingdom of glory.

We will follow his advice; we 
will ſwallow the camel firſt, and ſtrain at the gnat 
afterward. The Lord Jeſus begins: © Woe unto 


« you Scribes and Phariſees, hypocrites; for ye pag 


« tithe of mint, and aniſe, and cummin; and have 
© omitted the weightier matters of the Law, judg- 
& ment, mercy, and faith: theſe things ought ye to 
« have done, and not to leave the other undone. 
« Ye blind guides, which train at a gnat, and ſeval- 
® low a camel.” Matt. xxiii. 23, 24. According 


to this text, the natural inference to be drawn is 
this, that every preacher who is deſtitute of judg- 


ment, mercy, and faith, is a carnal ſcribe, a ſelf- 


righteous phariſee, an hypocrite, and a blind guide; 
and his preaching is nothing but fly-catching, or, 


as Chriſt ſays, it is training at gnats: for the Lord 


does not ſay, that he catches tbe gnat. In Luke, 


xi. 42, it is thus worded: *© But woe unto you Pha- 
« riſees, for ye tithe mint, rue, and all manner of 
« herbs; and paſs over judęment, and the love of God. 
« Theſe things ought ye to have done. According 


to our dear Lord's preaching, Judgment, mercy, faith, 


and the love of God, are the great things of the Law, 


which all good preachers muſt do. Theſe things 
ought ye to have done. And theſe things are to be 


preached to others, by. them that are great in the 


kingdom. P/hoſoever ſpall do, and teach them, be 


Is be called great in the kingdom of ae. Here

we ſee, as in a glaſs, Who is great in the kingdom, 
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and who is the hypocrite and blind guide. Now 
we will take notice

Wy uf theſe things, our profeſſion, or PRIOR, 1 is 
nothing but a noiſe. 

He that has no Judgment, is an ignorant man, 
that knows not God: and © He that made him will 
* have no mercy on him; and He that created him 


« will ſhew him no favour.” 


He that hath not Mercy, is in a carnal, Fivdeiidt 
ſtate. God hath mercy on whom he will, and 
« hom he will he hardeneth.” 

He that hath not Faith, «is condemned already, 
« and cannot pleaſe God. The righteouſneſs of the 
„ Law is not fulfilled in him,“ nor one precept 
kept by him; © for whatſoever is not of Faith, is 
« fin”? 

And he that hath not the Love of God, or Chariy, 
in his heart, is nothing bur ſounding braſs, or 2 


* tinkling cymbal.” I come to the firſt head. 


Firſt, What is Judgment? Why, in the firft place, 


it ſignifies the righteous ſentence of the Law exe- 


euted on the Saviour, who ſtood as man's Surety; 
by which Juſtice got Satisfaction, and the Law 
got judgment done. © He was taken from priſon, 

g | « and 
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« and from judgment. This was done, that a throne 
of grace might be erected, without any injury to 
Law or Juſtice. Juſtice and Fudgment are the habita- 
tion of his throne; Mercy and Truth ſhall go before 
his face. 


Secondly, Judement ſometimes ſignifies God's 


arraigning an elect ſinner at the bar of the Law, and 
appearing (according to the ſinner's views) in a 


judicial way againſt him: © He is convinced of all, 
« he is judged of all; and thus are the thoughts of 
« his heart made manifeſt ; and fo falling down on 


« his face, he will report that God is in you of a 


« truth.” Which trial ends in a fatherly chaſtiſe- 
ment, and in the ju/lification of the ſoul: © Bur when 
« we are judged, we are chaſtened of the Lord, that 
« ye ſhould not be condemned with the world.” 


Thirdly, It fignifies the Law of Faith, or the 


Goſpel;. which, to the believer, 1s the Saviour's 


judgment of him, of every body's ſtate, and of 
every thing in doubt about his ſtate which the 


elect ſinner receives, in which he believes, to which 


he yields his obedience, by which he is ruled, by 


which he lives, by which he walks and worſhips, 
and by which he rules all his actions. Hearken 
* unto me, my people, and give ear to me, O my 
« nation; for a Law ſhall proceed from me, and I 
© will make my * to reſt for a ie of the

Fourthhy, 
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Fourtbly, It ſignifies the inward and righteous 
| ſentence of a perſon who knows the Scriptures, and 
the power of God; who jupats not according to ap- 
pearance, but judges righteous JUDGMENT. For the 
want of which the Saviour rebuked the Jews: © Nor 
« eyen of your own ſelves judge ye not what is right?” 

_ Fifibly, It ſignifies the knowledge that a ſaint has 
of God, of his word and ways, and of his own wor- 

ſhip, faith and practice; for the want of which the 
ignorant are complained ot: © There is no JUDG- 
5 MENT in their goings.” 

Sixtbly, It ſignifies ſhewing the /entence of Scrip- 
ture, between any of God's children who may have a 
doctrine, a practice, or a wrong, in diſpute. © What, 
ce 1s it ſo, that there is not one wiſe man among you, 
« that is able to judge between his brother? but 
ic brother goeth to law with brother, and th at before 
<< the unbelievers?” . | 

Seventhly, It fignifies the judicious Wc of 
a juſt Judge, who has his eye to God and to juſtice, 
and accepts no man's perſon in judgment. For the 
Want of which integrity God complains: © How 
« long will ye judge unjuſtly, and accept the per- 
© ſons of the wicked? Ye ſhall be deſtroyed, every 
ec one of you.” Hence wrong JUDGMENT Proceed- 
eth. By this firſt weighty matter of the Law, the 
Saviour ſhews, in a ſpiritual ſenſe, that when the 
ſinner's mouth is ſtopped, bimſelf brought in guilty. 
before God by the Law, and he is juſtified by faith

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in his Surety” s righteouſneſs; that the righteouſneſs 
of the Law is fulfilled in him, and that all other 
branches of righteouſneſs ſpring from hence: which 
is, in effect, telling us, that whatſoever is not of faith 
is ſin; and that he that believes nat ſhall be damned, 
be who he may, or do what he will, ——1 come to 
the ſecond, general head, or weighty e of 
the Law, which 1 

Mercy. Mercy, here, is 18 to thaw; that 
all good to men, all good in men, all good by men, 
and all good from men, is owing to the ſoyereign 
elemency of Heaven. Mercy is a perfeRtion, or 
attribute, of God, which in a way of providence, 
or in a way of grace, is exerciſed auer all his works, 
Sometimes it ſignifies God's kind providence: *God 
cc Save des mercy,” ſays Jacob to his ſons, before the 
« may.” Gen. xliii, 14. And again, Abraham's 
ſervant obſerves i it, in his ſucceſs of taking Rebekah 
to Iſaac: God hath not left deſtitute my maſter of 
« his mercy.” Gen. xxiv. 27. But, in a ſpiritual 
ſenſe; God ſhews it in the gift of his Son, and in the 


pardon of fins: © God hath raiſed us up a horn of 


E falvation, in the remembrance of his mercy, (Luke, 
4e 1. N. ) to give the knowledge of falvation, by the 
« remiſſion of ſins, through the tender mercies of 
< our God.” Lake i. Kxvii. 78. Deliverance from 
the curſe of the Law, from the power of ſin, and 
from the precept, Do, and live, and all this by the 
Spirit of God, is called Mercy revealed: But ac- 
E | © cording 
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ce cording to his mercy he ſaved us, by the waſhing 
© of regeneration, and renewing of the Holy Ghoſt.” 
Tit. iii. 5. Preaching the pure Goſpel faithfully; 
revealing the whole counſel of God, and not faint- 
ing in it through oppoſition, temptation, and perſe- 
cution, that may befal us in exerciſing the” mercy 
(of God received) in the diſcharge of the miniſtry, 
is owing to mercy: Having obtained mercy, de faint 
not. Receiving courage to be faithful and ſingular 
in an apoſtate and degenerate age, is owing to the 
mercy of God: Having obtained mercy of the Lord to 
Te faithful, 1 Cor. vii. 25, This is the ſure mercies 
of David given to Chriſt, and entailed upon the 
houſhold of Faith by the decree of God, which ſe- 
cures the ſalvation of all the ele; and in their 
plorification Mercy will be built up for ever. He, 
therefore, that is a ſtranger to the mercy of God in 
the gift of his Son, and to the knowledge of ſalva- 
tion, by the pardon of ſin; a ſtranger to regenera- 
tion, by the gift of the Spirit; is a ſtranger to, and 
deſtitute of, this weighty matter of the Latu. He is 
in his ſin, a wicked man, and the tender mercies of 
the wicked are cruel, therefore little worth. Such a 
man ſees not the End of the Law, that it was in- 
tended to train a ſinner up to mercy, and to ſhew him 
the need of nercy. And he is a ſtranger to the door 
of hope that God threw open by Moſes, when he 
Propbeſied of Chrift, and ſaid, God will be merciful 
to whom he will be merciful. I go to the next at

Faith, 
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Faith, For although the Law is not of Faith, 
nor Faith of the Law, yet {he word of Faith, and 
the righteouſneſs of Faith, are witneſſed both by the 
Law. and the Prophets. Beſides, the whole Old 
Teſtament is often included in the word Law e 
% But this cometh to paſs, that it might be fulfilled 


“that is wwritten in their Law, They hated me with= 
© out a cauſe.” Which words ſtand-in the Pſalms; 


and in which it appears plain that Jeſus himſelf is 


one of the brethren. that the Phariſees were angry 


with without cauſe. F urthermore, the Lord brings 
in Faith as a weighty matter of the Law, becauſe 


the righteouſneſs of the Law is fulfilled in them that 


believe, and without Faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe 
God; and becauſe Faith goes before Love, and al- 
ways works by it: which Love is the fulfilling of 
the Law; for it is the grand hinge upon which 
hang all the. Law and the Prophets, and without 
which no works can be performed but dead works, 
no obedience can be given to God, nothing but the 


eye · ſervice of a bond ſlave. Faith is a bleſſed fruit 
of the Spirit, and is produced under his operation. 


It generally lays a faſt hold of the Law and the 


Juſtice of God firſt; and the ſinner believes that he 
is the character deſcribed and condemned by the 
Law: he views it and frels it in all it's ſpiritual 
meaning and dreadful conſequences: . 2 have, be- 


< lieved thy commandments,” ſays the Plalmiſt. He 


| believes, and trembles, and calls upon God in his 


Bent trouble: 
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trouble: and © he that comes to God, muſt believe 
ec that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that 
« ſeek him.“ God, by faith, leads the finner from 
death in the Law, to life in Chriſt: 4 None can 
© come to me, except my Father draw them.“ 
Faith deals with Chriſt's blood for pardon, righte- 
duſneſs, and peace; and makes application of it: 
Faith mixes it's power with the word, and brings 
the promiſes home. Faith is a looking to Jeſus for 
every needful help, and a going out of ſelf to the 
Saviour's fulneſs to fetch it in. It is by the hand 
of Faith that all our ſpir:tual proviſions are brought 
in. And it is by the afſrrance of Faith that the 
ſtrong chriſtian finds himſelf confirmed and ſeated : | 
ce After that ye believed, ye were ſealed with the 
< holy Spirit of protmiſe: under which impreffion 
comfortable degree of aſſurance (touching one's 
perſonal intereſt in Chriſt) is enjoyed. Which 
leads me to the next e requirement of the * 
which is— 
Tove. The ſovereign and everlaſting love of 
. God is the grand ſpring- head, or fountain, from 
which every ſtream of mercy flows; and Chrift 
crucified is the only medium or channel through 
which every ſtream flows. There is no love to God 
for his holineſs, purity, or beauty, as ſome talk. 
No appearance, or view of God, will ever draw love 
to him from.a carnal heart, that is enmity againſt 


him. It is God's Tore to: us, ſhed abroad in the 
heart 
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heart by the Holy Ghoſt, that draus the heart to 
love God. Not that we loved God, but that he 
cc firſt loved us. We love him, becauſe he firſt 
« loved us.” This love, in the enjoyment of it, 
always follows pardon of ſin. I love the Lord, 
ce becauſe he hath forgiven the iniquity of my ſin.— 
« Mary's fins are many, and they are forgiven, and 
« ſhe loveth much. And where little is forgiven, 
ce the ſame loveth little.” This love will teach us 
to love all them that love our Lord Jeſus Chriſt in 
ſincerity and in truth, and one's neighbour as one's 
ſelf; for anger can never reſt in a heart bleſſed with 
the enjoyment of everlaſting love; and he that walks 
in love, as Chriſt hath loved us, walls by faith, 
and ix all the commandments of the Lord, blameleſs; 
We have ſeen what the Saviour means by the leaſt 

commandments, and what he means by the weightiey . 
matters of the Law; and he that doeth and 

Teacheth them, ſhall be called great in the kingdom 
of heaven. He that doeth them; he who is a righte- 
ous, or juſtified perſon ; whoſe judgment is paſſed ; 
who hath judgment of the goodneſs of his own ſtate; 
who has a good judgment of God's ways, of God's 
word, and of men's hearts; and who is capable of 
judging between truth and error, right and wrong, 
and between man and man; and preaches ſo. 

He that hath obtained covenant mercy of the 
Lord, and preaches the ſure mercies of David; be- 
ing merciful to the bodies and ſouls of men, as God 
1s merciful,

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He that has faith in his heart, and preaches the 
faith as it was once delivered to the ſaints; who holds 
the myſtery of faith in a pure conſcience, and deals 
it out from thence. 

He that has the love of God ſhed abroad in hin 

own heart, and preaches it in all it's branches; the 
manifeſtation of it in the death of Chriſt; the reve- 
lation of it by the l the effects of it, pardon 
and peace. 
He that is not angry wich his brother 8 Fl 
cauſe ; he that is ſaved and kept from uncleanneſs; 
he that reſiſts not evil with evil; and he that gives 
his cloak to them that ſue him at law for his coat 
this is the man, and no other, that doth the com- 
mandments, aud teaches them. And he 

Shall be called great in the kingdom of heaven, 
He is a true, real, genuine, and loyal ſubject, of the 
kingdom of Heaven; he is not in bondage to the 
Law, to Sin, nor to Satan; he is redeemed, juſtified, 
and ſaved; the myſteries of the kingdom are with 
him; the kingdom of Grace is in him; and he is 
an heir of the kingdom of Rory before him, 0 
ſhall be 
Calla GREAT in the * of Heaven. "He 
acknowledges himſelf a great ſinner, and tells others 
what great things God has done for him. Great 
grace is upon him, and © he is a good ſteward of the 
* manifold grace of God.“ He is ſaved with a 
great ſalvation, and it is an unconditional ſalvation 
that 
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that he preaches. He is a man of God, a mouth 
for God, and an ambaſſador ſent from God. He is 
an evangeliſt, and does the work of one. He is a 
good ſteward, and is found faithful. He is a mi- 
niſter of the Spirit, and makes full proof of his 
miniſtry, by ſtopping the mouths of gainſayers, by 
cutting up elect finners, and by ſteering a courſe 
that God owns and honours. In ſhort, he is an able 
miniſter of the New Teſtament, and ſhall be called 
great in the kingdom of heaven by all thoſe who _ 
know wherein true greatneſs conſiſts. - Which leads 

e to the laſt verſe of my text 

For 1 Jay unto you, that except your riehteouſueſs 
ſhall exceed the righteouſneſs of the Scribes and Phari- 
ſees, ye ſhall in no caſe enter into the kingdom of heaven. 
There have been ſix or ſeven Diſcourſes lately de- 
livered from this text by different Miniſters ; and 
they all agree in this, that the righteouſneſs of Chriſt 
js neither intended, nor included in the text; which 
is a point that I intend to examine. By enteting 
into the Kingdom of Heaven, theſe things are 
meant. | | | | 

Firſt, Taking the veil of ignorance from the 
underſtanding, and enlightening the mind into the 
myſteries of the kingdom; which is leading the ſoul 
out of darkneſs into marvellous light, | 

Secondly, It is leading a ſoul out of bondage into 
liberty; out of a condemned into a juſtified ſtate ; 
Qut of a ſtare of enmity into a ſtate of reconcilia-

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tion; out of a ſtate of ſin into a ſtate of grace; out

Bur then, what righteouſneſs i is this that can pro- 


cure ſuch an entrance? Paul's mind was enlightened 


into the myſteries of the kingdom, as ſoon as the 
Lord fhined upon him, and into his heart: and he. 


entered into a ſtate of grace, or into the kingdom 


of heaven, as ſoon as he'aroſe, and received the Holy 
Ghoſt, But what righteouſneſs had he got, to pro- 
cure, or pave the way for, ſuch an entrance? Paul 
was a Phariſee, we know: but it could not be his 


Phariſaical righteouſneſs that procured his entrance; 
for the text ſays, it muſt exceed the righteouſneſs of 


the Scribes and Phariſees, And,. I think, it-could 
not be the malice and murder of his heart, nor his 
bloody commiſſion, nor the death-warrants that he 


had in his pocket. The righteouſneſs in the text 
is obedience to the Law, which the Phariſees boaſted 


of, and in which the child of God muſt exceed the = 
Phariſee. It muſt be either the ſinner's obedience; 
or 11. obedience of the aer that procures an 

entrance 
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entrance here; for the unrighteous cannot enter the 
kingdom. But Paul, though one of. the ſtricteſt 
ſect of the Phariſees, had no righteouſneſs to procure 
an entrance here; it profited him nothing in this 

caſe : I will declare thy righteouſneſs, and thy works, 
for they ſhall not profit thee, Iſa. lvii. 12. The ſup- 
plicating publican, and Mary Magdalen, both 
entered the kingdom of heaven, but nat by their 
own righteouſneſs. No righteouſneſs but the righte- 
ouſneſs of Chriſt imputed, can procure an entrance, 
either into the knowledge of God, or into a ſtate of 
grace, which ſtands in righteouſneſs, peace, and 
joy in the Holy Ghoſt; into all which the ſinner 
enters by faith in Chriſt alone. 

Nor can I think that any righteouſneſs, but that 
of the Saviour, can procure an entrance into glory: 
not Paul's righteouſneſs, for that (he ſays) is dung 
and droſs; nor Zion's righteouſneſs, for that is Jlthy 
rags; nor the righteouſneſs of Peter, James, and 
John, for in many things they all offended. And ſure 
I am, that an imperfect righteouſneſs can never pave 
the way, either into God's favour, or into his preſence. 
The thief went from the croſs to Paradiſe ; but his 
prayer, his confeſſion of Chriſt, his rebuking his 
fellow thief, and confeſſing the juſtneſs of his pu- 
niſhment, is no part of obedience to the Moral Law, 
which is the Rule of Righteouſneſs; and Chriſt's 
obedience to that Rule, is the Righteouſneſs 
meant in my text, in which Paul hoped to be 
found when he ſhould enter the kingdom of 

| | glory; 
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glory: as it is written, And be found in him, not 
having mine own righteouſneſs, which is of the Law 
but that which tis through the faith of Chriſt, the 
righteouſneſs which is of God by faith, Phil. iii. 9. 
This is the righteouſneſs that God imputed to Paul's 
faith, and by which he entered into the kingdom of 
grace; and in this he hoped to enter into the king- 
dom of heaven itſelf: For we, through the Spirit, 
ec wait for the hope of righteouſneſs by faith,” (Gal, 
v. 5.) which alone can anſwer for us in that day, 
No creature righteouſneſs, no imperfect righteouſ- 
nefs, no inherent righteouſneſs, .can ever admit a 
man into the kingdom of grace, or into the kingdom 
of glory. No righteouſneſs but Chriſt's ſpotleſs 
obedience to the Law, imputed by God to the ſinner, 
can ever give him right or title, procure an entrance 
or admiſſion into grace or glory. 

But you you will ſay, © There is one word in the 
ie text which you overlook, the word your: Except 
© your. righteouſneſs ſhall exceed, &c, 

r What God freely beſtows on us, becomes 
ours: © We receive the abundance of grace, and the 
gift of righteouſneſs, Rom. v. 17. And God, 
who gives this righteouſneſs to us, calls it ours: 
« This is the heritage of the ſervants of the Lotd, 
4c and heir righteouſneſs is of me, faith the Lord. 
La. liv. 17. © Fhey have no righteouſneſs but what 
ce js of me,” ſaith the Lord; and that is an imputed 


- one, freely given, and freely beſtowed. And Chriſt 
| | | himſelf 
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himſelf ſhews this plainly in the chapter out of which 
my text is taken; and that any man may clearly ſee 
that ever was enlightened at all. Bleſſed (ſaith Chriſt) 
are they which do hunger and thirſt after righteouſneſs, 
for they ſhall be filled. Which ſhews three things. 

I, That theſe poor ſouls had no righteouſneſs of 
their own; feeling which made them hunger and 
thirſt. 

Secondly, The righteouſneſs there meant comes by 
promiſe: They ſhall be filled. 

Thirdly, That righteouſneſs muſt be _ and 
compleat, anſwering every demand of law and juſ- 
tice: and every end and expectation of the diſtreſſed 
ſinner; ſuch as, delivering him from guilt and wrath, 
fear and torment, death and damnation. And it muſt 
procure God's favour here, and ſecure glory hereafter, 
otherwiſe the ſinner never can be ſatisfied, much leſs 
Filled with it. This 1s the righteouſneſs meant in my 
text, that far enough exceeds the righteouſneſs of 
the Scribes and Phariſees. And this righteouſneſs 
gives right and title to the kingdom: © For Chriſt 
« is made of God unto us wiſdom, righteouſneſs, 
* ſanctification, and redemption.” No other righte- 
ouſneſs, reader, ſhall ever admit any ſoul living, 
either into the kingdom of grace, or the kingdom 
of glory. In this raiment of needle- work ſhall the 
© Church be brought unto the King, and ſhall enter 
ce into the King's palace; and they that are not 

toynd in this Weng een ſhall be caſt into 
Er” outer 
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outer darkneſs. Reader, beware of the leaven of 
« the Phariſees, which is hypocrify.” 

1 come now to ſhew the righteouſneſs of the 
Scribes and Phariſees, and the © excellency of 
« Chriſt's righteouſneſs, which is unto all, and 
% ypon all, that believe.” The Scribes were 
writers and expounders of the Law and: the Pro- 
phets, and pretended to very extraordinary wiſdom. 
The Phariſees were very obſervant of the leſſer 
matters of the Law, in which their ſelf-righteouſ- 


neſs chiefly ſtood; and they pretended to no ſmall 


degree of ſanity, on which account others were 
not allowed to touch the hem of their robes. The 
Scribe and the Phariſee were the two firſt, in the 


judgment of the poor and ignorant Jews, that would 


enrer the kingdom of heaven; but Chriſt diſplaces 
them, and 2 the Publican and the Harlot in their 
room. They walked in long robes, and were very 


deſirous of it; they made many long prayers; they 
obſerved numbers of feaſts and faſts; they loved 
greetings in the markets, and chief rooms at feaſts; 


they appeared very righteous before men, and loved 
to be called Rabbi, Rabbi; they practiſed a deal of 


| waſhing of feet, hands and head, cups and platters; 
they compaſſed ſea and land to make converts, and 


ſounded a trumpet before them when they gave 
their alms; they bound grievous burdens on men's 
ſhoulders, but never touched one part of the Joad; 


they got into Moſes's ſeat, to give laws, and contra- 


dicted 
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dicted in life all that they ſaid by word. They ſay, 
c and do not.” This was their righteouſneſs; and 
now you ſhall ſee their zeal in defence of it. They 
were deſperate enemies to the power of godlineſs, 
the truth of the Goſpel, and the wiſdom that comes 
from above. They were implacable oppoſers of 
Antinomians, Bad Spirits, and all that were not 
the profefſed diſciples of Moſes. They ridiculed 
the God of heaven, calling him Beelzebub; they 
curſed the objects of his choice, blaſphemed the 
Holy Ghoſt; and required a ſign from Heaven. 
They traduced Paul as prophaning the Temple, 
and giving licence to ſin, by preaching up evil 
that good might:come; and with teaching people 
to forſake Moſes, with being a Heretick, a turner 
of the world upſide down, a mover of ſedition, and a 
ringleader of the ſect of the Nazarenes: ** But after 
te the way which they called Hereſy, ſo worſhipped 
* Paul the God of his fathers.” They oppoſed the 
Apoſtles” in every city, in every town, in everv 


ſynagogue, and in every houſe, with the doctrine of 


the Law as, the only Rule of Life Except ve 
« be circumciſed and keep the Law of Moſes, ye 
* cannot be ſaved.” They came in privily to ſpy 
out the ſaints liberty, that they might bring them 
into bondage. They oppoſed the Goſpel, rent 
their cloaths, caſt duſt into the air, gnaſhed their 
teeth at the ſaints, reſiſted and blaſphemed, and 


abuſed the name of the Saviour upon madmen and 


devils; and all this in zeal for the Law, for purity, 


and 
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and for -inherent holineſs. They went about to 
eſtabliſh their own righteouſneſs, as thoſe do who 
exclude the righteouſneſs of Chriſt from my text; 
and ſo ſtumbled at the Rock of ages, were broken 
off by unbelief, and ſcattered into all winds, and 
remain to this day without a King, without a Prieft, 
without a Prophet, without an Ephod, without 2 
Teraphim, and without a Sacrifice. And all that 
they got by their religion, and for their pretended 
zeal for the Law, was the deſtruction of themſelves, 
as a church, ſtate, and nation; and, what is more 

dreadful, they imprecated and: procured the inno- 
cent blood of Chriſt and the curſe of Heaven upon 
their own offspring, from age to age, yea, to more 
than 7wenty generations. But I have no call to go 
any farther in deſcribing a Phariſee, for the Church 
of Chriſt ſwarms alive with them; and in this glaſs 
the Reader, if he has any eyes, may fee his hundreds, 
if not his thouſands. . 

But the righteouſneſs of the Saints 15 enough ex- 
ceeds the righteouſneſs of the Scribes: For they 
c receive the bleſſing from the Lord, and righte- 
ce guſneſs from the God of their ſalvation,” This is 
e the generation of them that ſeek him, that ſeek 
ce thy face, O God of Jacob.” P/alm xxiv. 5, 6. 
The righteouſneſs that God beftows on his ſaints is a 
divine, a perfect, and an everlaſting one; and with- 
out a perfect righteouſneſs. no ſoul can ſtand in 


God's preſence, or find acceſs to him in this world: 
9 for, 
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for, if we have acceſs with confidence, it is by the 
faith of Chriſt; and if we enter heaven, and ſee 
God's face with acceptance in the world to come, 
it is becauſe we are made righteous in our Elder 
Brother, and hold the truth as it is in him. * Open 
e the gates, that the righteous nation which keepeth 
cc the truth may enter in.” Jai. xxvi. 2. This is 
the wiſdom of God, and the glory of the ſaints; the 
other is the invention of men, and the ſnare of fools: 
But ? their rock is not as our Rock, our enemies them 
ſelves being judges.“ So] preach, and ſo you be- 
lieve; and neither ſuch preaching, nor ſuch beliey- 
o ſhall ever be in vain 1n the Lord. 

We have ſeen what the Redeemer ſays of. the 
weighty matters of the Law; which is the firſt 
table, and which reſpects God: and we find thoſe 
things are wrought in all the ſaints. 155 g 
Me have ſeen, likewiſe, the leer matters, or 8 
leaſt commandments; which are the ſecond table, 
and reſpect brethren and neighbours: and we find 
that they are the Phariſees in heart, and the falſe 
Preachers in the church, who break them; and that 
| they are broken by thoſe who hate, flander, cenſure, 
and condemn, the children of God—under, which 
we are exhorted to be patient and ſubmiſſive, that 
we may appear to be the children of our: Father 
which is in heaven, who ſuffers as much diſhonour 
from their neglecting the weighty matters. of the 


Law, as we do by their breaking the leaſt command- 
5 ments 
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ments in hating and reviling us. But does the 
Phariſee and hypocrite's breaking the command- 
ments entail the name of an Antinomian and a 
Devil upon thoſe who have the righteouſneſs of the 
Law fulfilled in them, and who walk not after the 
fleſh, but after the Spirit? Does their expoſing 


themſelves to the juſt judgment of God, for con- 


demning the juſt, bring a yoke of bondage on them 
that are made free by. the Holy Ghoſt? Or, what 
Chriſt applies to the Phariſees and hypocrites, can 
it be faſtened on thoſe whom he hath formed for 


himſelf, and to whom he will never impute fn? Or 
can it be thought that they are the perſons that are 


in danger of hell-fire, whom Chriſt himſelf declares, 
ſhall never come into condemnation? 
Does the Saviour's telling us that the believer 
paſſes from death unto life, imply that the believer 
is under the miniſtration. of death as his Rule of 
Life? Or, does his telling us to take his yoke upon 
us, which is eaſy, imply that the yoke of bondage, 
which neither we nor our fathers were able to bear, 


is to be added to it? Does the Lord's telling me to 


abide in him, imply that I am to go to Moſes? Or, 


does his affirming that thoſe who de er bring 
forth much fruit, imply that nothing but Wen 


neſs is intended ? 
Can any man ſeparate the — of the Law 
from the ſentence? Is the Law divided? Can any 


man bring my neck under the yoke of the precep?, 
and 
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and keep my ſoul from the curſe? No; he that is 
under the precept, is under the ſentence: They 
« that are of the works of the Law, are under the 
« curſe of the Law.” And they who go to the 
Law for juſtification, in any ſenſe, or even to be 
made perfect, Chriſt ſhall profit them nothing. 
God has made a new covenant with his people: 
not according to the old; that was written by his 

finger on tables of ſtone; this, by the Spirit, on the 
tables of the heart—that was the Law of Works; 

this is the Law of Faith, Truth, and Liberty; and 
ſurely ſuch a ſoul is not without Law to God. The 
Law of Faith is written on the believer's heart, and 
with the mind he ſerves the Law of God. The 
Law of the Spirit of Life is in Chriſt, and he is 
under that Law to Chriſt. is the Law of the 
Spirit of Life in Chriſt that frees him from the Law 
of Sin and Death: ſuch an one is not under the 
Law, but under Grace; not under the Law of 
Works in the hand of Chriſt, (for that cannot be 

proved) but under the Law of the Spirit of Life in 
Chriſt. And fuch men are the moſt pure, the 
moſt happy, and the moſt uſeful men, in the church; 
and their followers are the moſt bright and fruitful 
in the world, and the moſt evangelical worſhippers 
of God. They are manifeſtly declared to be the 
2 Epiſtles of Chriſt, miniſtred (fays Paul) by us: 
« written, not with ink, but with the Spirit of the 
"ff living God; not on tables of ſtone, but on the 
E « fleſhly

ce fleſhly tables of the heart. God hath made us 
« able miniſters of the New Teſtament; not of the 
<« Letter, but of the Spirit: for the Letter killeth, 
te but the Spirit giveth life. But if the miniſtra- 
te tion of death, written and engraven on ſtones, 
« was glorious, ſo that the children of Iſrael could 
ec not ſtedfaſtly behold the face of Moſes, for the 
&« glory of his countenance, which glory was to 
© be done away; how ſhall not the miniſtration of 
« the Spirit be rather glorious? For, if the mini- 
&« ſtration of condemnation be glory, much more 
e doth the miniſtration of righteouſneſs exceed in 
& glory. For if that which is done away was glo- 
“ r10us, much more that which remaineth is glo- 
« rious, Seeing, then, that we have ſuch hope, we 
« uſe great plainneſs of ſpeech : and not as Moſes, | 
* who put a veil over his face, that the children of 
* Iſrael could not ſtedfaſtly look to the end of that 
« which is ABOLISHED.” 2 Cor. chap. iii. 8 | 
Let our opponents tell us what that Law is which 
was engraven on tables of ſtone; and let them prove 
it to be the Ceremonial Law, if they can. Then 
let them ſhew who thoſe precious ſouls, called living 
Epiſtles, are; and then let them prove that Paul's 
twice aſſerting that the miniſtration of death, en- 
graven on ſtones, being DONE AWAY and ABO- 
LISHED, means that the Law is their only Rule of 
Life. And, if this be Antinomianiſm, let them 
father it upon the Holy Ghoſt; he is the Author of

the Scriptures; for holy men ſpoke as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghoſt. os 
« Why, then,” you will ſay, © what is become 
ce of the Law with reſpect to the ſaint of God?“ 
Paul tells you“ Blotting out the hand- writing of 
ce ordinances that was againſt us, which was con- 
ce trary to us, and took it out of the way, nailing it 
« to his croſs.” Col. ii. 14. But, then, what Law 
is that which is againſt us?—The Law that works 
wrath, and curſes us, muſt be, I think, the moſt 
_ againſt us,—And what Law is that, the Ceremonial] 
Law ?-—© Nay,” faith Paul, © it is the Law en- 
cc graven on tables of ſtone that miniſtreth death.“ 
And what Law is that which is contrary to us ?— 
« Why,” ſay you, © the Ceremonial Law.” No; 
for that was ſo far from being contrary to the Jews, 
that they /iked it. Offer a ſacrifice of thanks- 
« giving with leaven, and proclaim and publiſh 
the free-will offerings: for this L1iKzTH you, O 
«© ye children of Iſrael, faith the Lord.” Amos, iv. 
4, 5. And who was Paul writing to, when he told 
the people that the Hand- writing was blotted out? 
Why, he was writing to the Gentile believers at 
Coloſſe, who had felt the force of the Moral Law 
as their account or debt-book opened againſt them, 
Had Paul meant the Ceremonial Law, they would 
not have well underſtood him; for the Ceremonial 
Law was never given to the Gentiles: but the Moral 
Law was written on all their hearts, and was their 


gebt- 
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debt- book, RF a hand-writing againſt them; and 
ſo they will find who die under it, whether Jew or 
Gentile. He that fins in the Law, ſhall be 
_« judged by the Law; and he that fins againſt the 
e Law in his conſcience, ſhall be a law to himſelf, 
e and periſh by the ſame.” I conclude, the Law is 
the ſaint's firſt huſband and ſchoolmaſter; and it is 
the bond-ſervant's only rule : 


* tions and luſts; and againſt ſuch there is no Law.” 
I conclude with infiſting, that tha? righteouſneſs 
which ſhall ſilence every accuſer at the bar of God, 


and give a title to heaven, is an imputed one. No.
